this policy is the right one. Bishop Roots 
recently wrote: “I feel more and more 
that the educational work is the most 
fruitful line of effort at the present time. 
I do not mean to underestimate the other 
great branches of our work, but the edu- 
cational work is that which now appeals 
more than anything else to the Chinese 
people, and if we develop it in the right 
way I am convinced that it will give a 
solidity and effectiveness ‘to all the rest 
of our work, which cannot be gained in 
any other way.” : 
There can be no doubt that the Far 
East offers opportunities unparalleled in 
the modern world to prove the truth of 
Bishop Westcott’s words: “What you 
would put into the life of a nation, put 
into its schools.” St. John’s University, 
Shanghai, St. Paul’s College, Tokyo, 
Boone College, Wuchang, all need 
teachers, at once and urgently. Are 
there laymen willing to volunteer? 


N July 20th a service was held in the 
chapel of the Church Missions 
House, as a God-speed for seven mem- 
bers of the staff of

women going out for the first time. The 
Holy Communion was celebrated by the 
General Secretary, assisted by the As- 
sociate Secretary. In his address to the 
missionaries, Dr. Lloyd asked them to 
think of the Church Missions House as 
home, as a place to which their thoughts 
might always turn, and to which their 
calls for help might be sent, with the as- 
surance of sympathetic consideration. 
The work to which they were going, he | 
reminded them, was a normal effort to 
interpret to the people who do not know, 
the facts which the Christ-came to teach 
about a man’s life and his relation to 
God and his fellows. As they went 
about this work, day after day, with 
patience and courage, they would ex- 
perience something of the solid satisfac- 
tion that came to St. Paul until he was 
able to write: “I have kept the faith’— 
not simply a creed, but the consciousness 
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of God’s presence and a vision of human 
life redeemed and ennobled by the life 
and the love of the Master,

With the departure of these recruits 
the number of additions to the staff of 
the distant mission, since September 1st, 
' 1907, will reach the gratifying total of 
sixty-nine. This number includes both 
men and women, and covers such do- 
mestic fields as Alaska, the Philippines, 
Porto Rico, Honolulu and Panama, as 
well as the foreign districts. No other 
single year in the Church’s missionary 
history ean show so good a record. It is 
a cause for confidence for the future that 
the increase in money offerings, to which 
attention was called last month, should 
be accompanied by larger gifts of life.

But even so, the supply falls far short of 
meeting the present need. There are on 
file at the Church Missions House urgent 
calls for recruits from every distant mis- 
sion, Olergymen, deaconesses, teachers 
(men and women) nurses, physicians 
(men and women) are needed now for 
important posts. 


ISHOP GRAVES, speaking at the 
last conference of missionaries in 
the District of Shanghai, noted with

movement toward 
towards Self- self-support. “What 
Government and 


many of the places 
Self-Support ean do,” he said, 


“may seem too small 
to attract notice, but we ought to keep 
track of the slightest progress and en- 
courage to greater effort. Meanwhile it 
is gratifying to know that the Church 
of Our Saviour (Shanghai) pays all its 
expenses, including the salary of its 
pastor, and does a great deal outside it- 
self in contributions to various charit- 
able objects, besides keeping up a day- 
school and managing its larger schools 
so well that it is able to put a consider- 
able sum into the hands of the mission 
every year as a fund for the future use 
of the school; that St. John’s Pro-Cathe- 
dral pays the salary of the Chinese 
clergyman and its running expenses, and 
that the Men’s Auxiliary has contributed 
the amount necessary to support a cate- 
chist in the school for catechists, $96 a 
year. The funds contributed to St. 
John’s by its alumni, and the amounts 
received by our institutions at Jessfield, 
Soochow, and Wusih, together with 
what is paid in to the day-schools and 
hospitals come fairly under this head, 
not as the work of the native Church, 
but as evidence of what the mission can 
do for itself in the way of supporting 
its own work. I would also add the fact 
that during the last two years I have be- 
gun to place the Chinese clergy in posi- 
tions of greater independence. There 
are now three who are not under the su- 
perintendence of a missionary, but re- 
port directly to the bishop, and in the

main I am satisfied with the experiment. 
Greater part is also taken by. the 
Chinese in their parish business, and 
more interest shown in the affairs of the 
mission, ‘and that very useful and dili- 
gent body the Chinese Council of Ad- 
vice is of great assistance and performs 
many delicate and responsible duties. 
Let us go on training and encouraging 
our Chinese Christians in everything 
which may fit them for self-government 
and self-support.” 


HEN Holy Trinity Church, 
Havana, was opened last spring, 
La Discusion, one of the leading news- 
papers in Cuba, de- 
voted a full page to 
an account of tthe 
services and a de- 
scription of the 
building. The re- 
port of the occasion brought so many in- 
quiries to the office of the newspaper 
about the Church and her teaching, that 
La Discusion announced it felt con- 
strained to give some account of the 
history and doctrines of the Episco- 
pal Church. It accordingly printed a 
two column article answering the ques- 
tions of its correspondents. The paper 
is widely circulated and the publication 
of the two articles has helped the 
Church’s work not a little.

ISHOP BRENT has used the 
$12,000 assigned to the Philippines 
from the Missionary Thank-offering for 
the purchase of the 

Progress in Settlement House 
Manila in Manila. The 
building with large 

grounds about it cost $13,500, and the 
bishop is endeavoring to make up the 
missing $1,500 himself. This purchase 
secured sufficient property for the de- 
velopment of the growing hospital work, 
and for all the other enterprises that are 
likely to be set on foot in the Trozo Dis- 
trict, one of the poorer quarters of the 
city. Bishop Brent hopes, as soon as 
funds can be secured, to erect a house 
for the resident physician, and a house 
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for the Rev. Hobart E. Studley, who is 
carrying on a successful mission among 
the Chinese of the city. Before these im- 
provements can be undertaken another 
$5,000 must be secured. Plans are un- 
der way for the erection of a home for 
nurses to cost $5,600. While this amount 
will not supply an entirely adequate 
house it is all the money on hand at 
present. A good beginning has been 
made in the training of young Filipino 
women as nurses at the University Hos- 
pital. 


AST November Archdeacon Stuck

A MissionLaunch by Bishop Rowe and 
for the Yukon © his staff in Alaska. 
In speaking of some 
of the conditions which limit the range 
of any man’s effort, Archdeacon Stuck 
explained how Bishop Rowe had been 
accustomed to make summer visitations 
along the Yukon River in an open boat. 
On these expeditions the bishop was gen- 
erally alone, drifting with the current 
and often pulling upon the oars. Every- 
one will admit that it is gratifying for 
the Church at home to know that it is 
represented in Alaska by a bishop who 
is willing to take a 1,500-mile journey 
in an open boat costing $15 or $20, and to 
supply a part of the motive power him- 
self. The question will occur, however, 
“Ts it wise for a great and rich Church 
to use the strength and time of one of 
its bishops in this way when a better 
plan is entirely feasible?’ The Church 
people of New Orleans answered that 
question with an emphatic “No,” and 
undertook to start a fund for the pur- 
chase of a suitable launch. Before the 
archdeacon left, Bishop Sessums told 
him that he thought New Orleans and | 
Louisiana could be counted upon for 
$1,200. With this start Archdeacon 
Stuck visited Memphis, Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and other southern cities, 
everywhere finding an interested re-

Orleans people. Then later in the 
winter he came north and there found 
the same desire to have a hand in such 
an enterprise. It was necessary that 
the boat should be staunchly built, be- 
cause occasionally she will have ito force 
her way through the newly formed ice 
in the autumn. She must have speed, 
in order that she may go up stream as 
well as down. There are short stretches 
on the Yukon and some of its tribu- 
taries. where the current races down at 
seven miles an hour. A guaranteed 
speed, therefore, of nine miles to carry 
the boat through such rapids was a 
necessity. 


ARLY in the winter the contract 
was placed; the greatest care has 
been used in the construction, and by 
the time this para-

Spirit or Missions 
the Pelican—for that is the name of 
the new boat—will, it is expected, be 
making her maiden voyage upon the 
Yukon. ‘As Bishop Rowe was able this 
summer to go to England for the Pan- 
Anglican. Oongress and the Lambeth 
Conference, he will not use the boat this 
year. The archdeacon, at the bishop’s 
request, will journey down the river, 
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visiting the stations as far as the mouth 
of the Koyukuk, then steam up the 
Koyukuk 500 miles to St. John’s-in-the- 
Wilderness, where the boat will probably 
go into winter quarters. When the 
river opens in the spring of 1909 the 
archdeacon will meet ithe bishop at some 
point on tthe river to be agreed upon and 
place at this disposal for his summer 
work the boat which the gifts of the peo- 
ple of the Church have provided for the 
Alaska mission. In responding thus 
promptly to a need when once it has been 
made known and fully realized, our peo- 
ple have maintained traditions long es- 
tablished. All will feel especial grati- 
tude to the people of New Orleans for 
taking the lead so effectively and to 
Archdeacon Stuck for his earnest work 
on behalf of the plan. Probably Bish- 
op Rowe would have been unwilling to 
ask personally for such help, however 
much he might have needed it. Only 
last winter did it come to the knowledge 
of the editor that some years ago, Bish- 
op Rowe hauled his own sled on his win- 
ter trip, because he did not have suffi- 
cient funds lat his disposal to buy dogs. 
Much as the Church admires that type 
of heroic ‘and uncomplaining devotion 
to duty, we are confident that it does not 
propose to put such a burden upon any 
leader whom it has sent to the front.

SUGGESTION OF 


ITH sincere condolence with 
his family and deep sym- 
pathy for his diocese, 
which we are sure is 

shared by the Church at large, we 
record the death of the Right Rev. Dr. 
Henry Codman Potter, the seventh 
Bishop of the Diocese of New York, 
which occurred at his summer home in 
Cooperstown, in this State, on July 21st. 
Abundant and extended notices of the 
death of this distinguished prelate have 
appeared in the Church papers and in 
the secular press. It would be but repe- 
tition to undertake to state here that 
_which has already been laid before the 
country with regard to the facts of his 
birth, education, ordination and services 
as a clergyman in this and a neighboring 
diocese, and of his great eminence as 
- bishop, both in his own diocese and in 
the councils of the General Convention. 

It remains for us to recall especially 
kis services to the Church in a mission- 
ary capacity. Dr. Potter, rector of St. 
John’s Church, Troy, was elected a mem- 
ber of the former (annual) Board of 
Missions in October, 1866, from which 
date until he gave place to the Bishop 
of Chicago at the last General Conven- 
tion, in Richmond—forty-one years—he 
was engaged in giving thought and ser- 
vice to the general missionary work of 
the Church. In 1869 he was elected to 
membership on the Committee for Do- 
mestic Missions and continued an inter- 
ested and active member until he was 
consecrated as Assistant Bishop of New 
York in 1883. When the Board of Man- 
agers was constituted at the General 
Convention in Boston in 1877, he was 
elected a member. This membership 
also continued until his consecration, 
when indeed he remained in the Board 
as an ex-officio member. In 1886 he was 
elected as a commissioner for work

among the colored people, which office 
he held until 1889. His interest, how- 
ever, in that particular department of 
the work was continuous, as is evinced 
by the fact that some years ago he con- 
stituted in his diocese the St. Augus- 
tine’s League to supplement the work of 
the Board in this direction, and he has 
on several occasions visited the South, 
making himself better acquainted with 
the details of such work. 

In 1886, in Chicago, the membership 
of the Board of Managers was changed 
to consist of fifteen bishops, fifteen pres- 
byters and fifteen laymen, the other 
bishops continuing ex-officio. Bishop 
Potter was chosen as one of the fifteen 
bishops. In 1904 the executive depart- 
ment of the missionary society was re- 
modeled so that the Board of Managers 
was discontinued, and the Board of Mis- 
sions, as existing at present, was organ- 
ized to consist of fifteen bishops, fifteen 
presbyters and fifteen laymen, with the 
other bishops as honorary members. 
Bishop Potter was again one of th 
fifteen. : 

The late bishop told the writer of thi 
article that it was he who brought to the 
notice of the Domestic Committee his 
neighbor, the Rev. Alvi T. Twing, D.D.,_ 
rector of Trinity Church, Lansingburg, 
who was appointed a missionary agent 
by the Domestic Committee in Novem- 
ber, 1863, and became associate secretary 
and general agent of that committee in 
1866 and, upon the death of Dr. Carder 
his predecessor in the same year, suc- 
ceeded him and continued in office as the 
great secretary for Domestic Missions 
until his death in 1882. At that time 
Dr. Potter and Dr. Noah ‘H. Schenck were 
elected to serve as domestic secretaries 
conjointly until the office was perma- 
nently filled by the election of the Rev. 
Mr. Flichtner. 

Bishop Potter was the chairman of 
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the special committee, which was ap- 
pointed to build the Church Missions 
House. In 1900 the bishop made a 
journey round the world, visiting the 
mission fields of Japan, China, the Phil- 
ippines and India. His impressions 
were recorded in one of his latest books, 
The Hast of To-day and To-morrow. 

It may therefore be said that Dr. Pot-

ter, as presbyter and bishop, has been 
identified with the work during the time 
that the great interest in missions has 
been developed, as is shown by the single 
statement that the receipts of the So- 
ciety for General Missions have in- 
creased more than seven-fold since the 
date at which he became connected with 
the Board. 


BUILDING UNDER DIFFICULTIES 
AT TANANA, ALASKA 


UILDING in Alaska is always 
attended by difficulties quite 
unknown in this country. The 
Rev. A. R. Hoare, of Tanana, 

has had a peculiarly trying time in his 
effort to replace the mission house 
burned in March, 1907. Gifts for the 
purpose were not large enough imme- 
diately after the fire to warrant much 
work during the summer of 1907. 
Therefore practically everything had to 
go over until this summer. Even now 
the way is not clear financially, and un- 
less additional help comes, it seems cer- 
tain that the missionary at Tanana will 
have to pass a second winter without a 
proper mission residence, Here are some 
of Mr. Hoare’s experiences of the last 
few weeks: 

“The work of concreting the basement 
is very tedious; there are many obstacles 
to be overcome. After the excavating 
had been done, forty tons of rock had to 
be quarried from the hill, a quarter of a 
mile behind the site and hauled; twenty- 
five tons of sand had to be hauled a mile 
and a half along the beach, conveyed up 
a cut bank forty feet high and hauled an 
eighth of a mile up hill to the site. To 
get it up the bank a substantial runway 
was built and a windlass rigged. To do 
all this there were only one white man 
at $6 per day, one Indian boy who has 
been working steadily and driving Peggy 
the horse, another Indian boy who 
worked ten and a half days, and myself, 
so that progress has necessarily been 


slow, and the work is more expensive 
than it would be if we had plenty of 
help. It is impossible to get native help, 
as the Indians are off in the fishing 
camps getting next winter’s food supply. 

“We, too, have had to suspend opera-- 
tions in order to reap our spring har- 
vest from the Yukon. We have collected 
about eighteen cords of dry driftwood 
and made it into rafts. If we can only 
hold it during the high water we will 
have a good start toward our winter fire- 
wood. We have also ploughed up about 
an acre of ground, part of it for oats, 
part for potatoes and rutabagas. 

“We have laid about sixteen inches of 
the concrete walls all round the house, 
but very heavy rains are stopping us 
from working, as the sand should be dry 
to mix with cement. 

“Each month we scan the contribution 
columns in THe Spirir or Missions 
eagerly, but latterly with disappointing 
results. I fear we shall have to suspend. 
the one white man who is working. We 
could get plenty of white help, but have 
not money to pay for it. The lumber 
alone in the house will cost over $1,000, 
without speaking of cement, corrugated 
iron roofing and other supplies. So 
there is not much left for labor, and one 
man cannot accomplish much. The first 
cost of the cement, by the by, was 
$49.00; the freight amounted to $236.61. 
The heating plant we cannot order this 
year, as there is not sufficient money in 
sight. |

THE REVEREND JOHN A. STAUNTON, JR., AND SOME OF HIS SAGADA PEOPLE 


THE NEXT STEP AT SAGADA 


URING the past five years the 
Rev. John A. Staunton has 
done notable work among the 
Tlocanos and Igorots of the 

Going to a dis- 

trict entirely devoid of religious teach- 

ing, he has built up a considerable Chris- 
tian community, several hundred per- 
sons having been baptized and many 
confirmed. In view of the success al- 
ready achieved, it is not strange that he 
should make this statement with regard 
to the future: Ee 
“Tf we are to retain our present hold 
upon this field, aggressive institutional 
development at Sagada is absolutely 
necessary. We must have our hospital, 
boys’ school, and a girls’ school, all 
thoroughly equipped, together with suffi- 
cient funds to maintain twenty boys and 
twenty girls in residence here. With 
this equipment I feel confident of hold- 
ing our own, and growing and exerting 
a strong influence upon the entire dis- 
trict and province. The girls’ school is 
of the utmost importance. We must 
have our girls under our constant super- 
vision and training and away from the 
influence of the public, to provide Chris- 
tian wives for our Christian boys. The 
keynote of our success will be our 


ability to develop model Christian 
families and to make these families 
object lessons to the Igorots at large, 
and also to our own Christians, with 
whom it is impossible to maintain such 
intimate relations. Single-handed I 
cannot maintain more than a superficial 
oversight of our 600 Christians. Their 
homes are too scattered and inacces- 
sible.”

How can we most effectively dishearten our 
friends at the front? Let Bishop Brent 
give one answer: ‘ 


HE railroad now runs within eigh- 
teen miles of Baguio and the 
times are ripe for our American school. 
If we do not make a start within ‘a year’s 
time the opportunity will be lost, and I 
shall advocate the abandonment of the 
scheme. The thing that takes all the spirit 
and hope out of the missionary is to see 
great opportunities slip away one by one 
from his grasp. There is nothing more 
important than the school. The Church 
could, if she would, be a wise and loving 
mother; but for the sake of less money 
than it costs to put down a fine floor in 
a city church, the opportunity is passed 

by. 

It is piping hot. 
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A HONOLULU SUNDAY 


NE of the Honolulu daily 
papers, impressed with the 
variety and extent of the work 
maintained from St. Andrew’s 

Cathedral as a centre, gives this account 
of a typical Sunday: 

“The clergy of St. Andrew’s Cathedral 
are busy men all the week, but on Sun- 
days especially so. An account of one 
Sunday will tell something of the activi- 
ties centring at the cathedral. 

“At 7 aM. Bishop Restarick, assisted 
by the Rev. Mr. Bliss, celebrated the 
Holy Communion. At 9 a.m. St. An- 
drew’s Priory Sunday-school met. At 
9:30 the Rev. E. T. ‘Simpson conducted 
the Hawaiian service and the bishop 
preached. At 10 A.M. the Cathedral Sun- 
day-school convened, with the Rev. Mr. 
Bliss as superintendent, and at the same 
hour, on the cathedral grounds, St. 
Peter’s Chinese Sunday-school was held. 
At 11 o’clock the bishop read Morning 
Prayer and the Rey. Dr. Huntington, 
of Hartford, preached. 

“At the same hour the Rev. Mr. Bliss 
preached at St. Clement’s and the Rev. 
Mr. Hall at St. Elizabeth’s, while the 
Rey. Kong Yin Tet conducted the ser- 
vices and preached in Chinese to a large 
congregation in St. Peter’s Church on 
the cathedral grounds. Also at 11 a.M., 
the Hawaiian Sunday-school was con- 
ducted by the Rev. Mr. Simpson at 
Tolani School. 

“At 2 p.M. a Japanese Sunday-school 
was held in the Cathedral Sunday-school 
rooms, under the leadership of Mr. 
Fukao. At 4 p.m. the bishop preached 
at the Kalihi Mission, the Rev. E. T. 
Simpson conducting the service. 

“At 7 p.m. a Chinese service was held 
on the cathedral grounds, and later in 
the same building (St. Peter’s) a Jap- 
anese service, both largely attended. At 
7:30 most of the clergy gathered at the 
Cathedral and the bishop delivered a lec- 
ture on “The One Who Spoke with Au- 
thority.” 


“From the Cathedral, as a centre, ser- 
vices were held as usual at the Queen’s 
Hospital and at the Seamen’s Institute, 
by Mr. Everton. 

“Aside from the Cathedral staff, the 
Rey. Mr. Potwine officiated at Wiaialua 
in the morning and St. Elizabeth’s in the 
evening, and the Rey. Mr. Usborne at 
St. Clement’s in the evening. 

“This article does not take into ac- 
count the Sunday work done at St. 
Mary’s Mission, Moiliili.”

“Steadily forward’’ seems to be the motto of the 
Church in Honolulu. Rev. W. E. Potwine 
writes of the work among the Chinese at 
St. Elizabeth’s House: 


HE work at St. Elizabeth’s con- 
tinues to grow, though just. now 
we seem to be attracting more Koreans 
than Chinese. Within the past six 
months I have prepared and baptized 
eight men and one woman and now have 
nine more men in tow (all Koreans). I 
also prepared ‘and presented for confirma- 
tion, within eight months past, eleven 
Korean men and two Korean women and 
two Chinese girls. Last week I bap- 
tized threé young Chinese students, 
graduating from the public high school 
and going to Berkeley, Cal., for a uni- 
versity course, from which fact it may 
be seen that the Christian faith appeals 
to those who aspire to intellectual 
honors ‘as well as to the common laborers. 
Mrs. Potwine has trained and intro- 
duced a vested choir of men and boys 
from our Chinese people, which adds 
greatly to our services. We feel that it 
will give us another hold upon the boys; 
for Chinese boys need helpful influences 
as well as white boys.

Over forty men have completed the 
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long, narrow building, clinging to a high 
wall in the midst of the dirty, hot and 
noisy streets of Hankow, accommodat- 
ing twelve men only, with a day school 
downstairs by day,’ and meetings for 
enquirers and Christians by night; a 
building impossible to enlarge without 
using up the little breathing space 
alongside; a mile away from the class- 
rooms and houses of the teachers—such

chief institution for training male lay 
workers in the district. 

But, we add quickly and thankfully, 
such is not to be the makeshift building 
of the school much longer. God willing, 
we shall enter our own new building, 
now being erected, early next year. The 
accompanying photographs of the 
architect’s plans give an idea of the ap- 
pearance of the building, though not an 
adequate idea, for the building is shaped 
like an L, and the picture gives no idea 
of the size. The new school is to cor- 
tain separate bedrooms for fifty stu- 
dents and two teachers, in addition to 
the necessary class-rooms, chapel, li- 
brary, office, reception room and dining- 
room. Moreover, it will be possible at 
any time to add to the length of the 
building in two directions, when neces- 
sary. The exterior, of brick trimmed 
with red sandstone, with a verandah on 
the first floor running around two sides, 
will be effective in appearance, though 
almost severe in simplicity. The whole 
_ building is to be erected for the remark- 
ably small sum of $8,200—of which we 
fave $6,500. The furniture, of course, 
is extra, and will cost (exclusive of the 
memorials, of which the chapel font and 
altar, which we hope to furnish with 
a cross have already been given) about 
$200 more. The large common rooms 
ean be furnished for about $20 each,

THE SOUTH AND BAST ELEVATIONS OF THE PROPOSED BUILDING 
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PROGRESS AND POSSIBILITIES AT 
ST. PAUL’S COLLEGE, TOKYO

HE academic year 1907-1908 will 
go down into the history of St. 
Paul’s as an “era of ex- 
pansion”; or, rather, if our 
plans for the future can be carried out, 
as the beginning of an era of expansion. 
The two most notable events were the 
erection of the new buildings and the 
opening of the college department. But 
that the progress of the school itself 
more than kept pace with the expansion 
of its material equipment is shown by 
the fact that, despite the addition of six 
new class-rooms, a large proportion of 
the candidates for admission this year 
had to be turned away because of lack 
of accommodation. Evangelistic work 
among the students was carried on more 
extensively than in previous sessions. 
Although religious instruction in the 
- school itself is purely voluntary, a care- 
fully planned system of Bible-classes 
and lectures gave each student the op- 
portunity at least of learning the mean- 
ing of the Gospel. Against these gains 
there are indeed some losses to report, 
chief among which are the resignations 
of two of our Christian teachers, Mr. 
Tonomura, of the department of history, 
and Mr. Abe, superintendent of the 
dormitory. The former left to take a 
position as head teacher in a large 
Kyoto school, ‘and the latter was 
obliged to resign for family reasons. 
One gratifying result of the year’s 
work was the decision of three of the 
best students of the graduating glass to 
offer themselves as candidates for the 
' ministry. Altogether, there are eleven 
students in the college department pre- 
paring for the theological school. If we 
can keep up this record, as I believe we 
- ean, it will be difficult to overestimate 
the importance of St. Paul’s College for 
the future development of the Church in 


Japan. 


The graduating class this year num- 
bered seventy-one. Quite a large num- 
ber of them were Christians; indeed, 
there were only three unbaptized boys 
among the graduates who lived in the 
dormitory. I am more and more im- 
pressed with the need for more dormi- 
tory accommodation. Nearly one-half of 
our students come from the country or 
from the smaller cities. Some of them 
board with relatives, but the larger num- 
ber live in gesbukusha, or private board- 
ing houses, with practically no super- 
vision. If we could put them into our 
own dormitory, our opportunities for in- 
fluencing them would be increased ten- 
fold. 

The deep impression that the training 
in the dormitory makes upon the boys 
was shown by a case that was brought 
to my notice quite recently. Last year, 
when General Booth was in Japan, one 
of our Christian boys was so moved by 
the accounts of his character and work 
that he determined to enlist in the Salva- 
tion Army. I tried to dissuade him, as 
I knew that, apart from other considera- 
tions, he was not at all fitted for such 
work, but in a moment of enthusiasm he- 
left us and joined the army. After a 
few months trial he became greatly dis- 
appointed, and, as he was ashamed to re-_ 
turn to the school, he determined to go 


-back to his home in the country. His 


parents, who had in the first place been 
terribly opposed to his becoming a Chris- 
tian, welcomed him back, thinking that 
he had thrown over his adherence to the 
foreign religion. He himself was so 
much discouraged that at first he 
acquiesced in this state of affairs. But 
he soon found, as he expressed it to me 
afterward, that he could not endure life 
without praying to God. One evening 
he stole away from his home and went 
to a prayer-meeting in a little preach-

ing place near by. When he returned, 
his parents asked him where he had 
been, and on hearing that he had at- 
tended a Christian meeting, they were 
very angry, and ordered him to break 
off all connection with Christianity. He 
tried to do this, but he says that the 
words, “He that loveth father or mother 
more than Me is not worthy of Me,” 
kept coming into his mind. Finally he 
_ could stand it no longer and he told 
them that he had resolved to return to 
his faith. They replied that he must 
choose between them and it, and on his 
reiterating his determination, his father 
literally turned him out of the house. 
He came back to Tokyo, and coming 
to my house told me that he had resolved 
to give himself up to the work of the 
ministry if he were found worthy of it. 
He had been so inconstant that we 
thought it best to put him on probation 
for a while, before encouraging him to 
decide definitely as to his future work. 
I found him something to do, but he still 
clung to his determination to enter the 
ministry, spending all his spare time in 


study, 99 that at the heginning of the 
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new session I allowed him to enter the 
school again. One cannot but feel some 
sympathy with parents in such cases. 
To them Christianity is a hateful for- 
eign religion, opposed to all their tra- 
ditions. We therefore try to make 
young men put off their decision until 
they are sure of their own mind. But 
this student was of age, and seemed 
absolutely sure of his call. Four years 
ago, when he first came to our dormitory, 
he was strongly anti-Christian, so that 
he affords ‘a good illustration of the effect 
of dormitory life upon young men. 

Six dormitory students of the class 
of 1905 left the school without becom- 
ing Christians. Five of the six have 
since been baptized. This is not an ex- 
ceptional case. Especially among the 
day students, we find that a large num- 
ber come into the Church after leaving 
us, 

‘The new session opened on April 10th. 
We were fairly “swamped” with appli- 
cations for entrance—almost twice as 
many as ever before. We admitted 150 
new students, which means that every 
clags:room is filled to its utmost capacity. 
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The rooms in the old building were 
not intended for large classes, and as 
they are not of uniform size, it is very 
difficult to provide for the great number 
of students that are coming to us now. 
We have 625, or if we include the

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The- more I consider the matter, 
the more convinced I feel that we ought 
to move the college from its present site, 
if we contemplate anything like per- 
manency in our educational work. If 
we plan simply to tide over the next 
ten or twenty years, and then leave the 
Japanese Church to establish its own 
permanent college, of course the present 
plant, with one or two additional build- 
ings, will suffice. But I think that we 
ought to look further into the future. 
Even granting that in ten or twenty 
years the Set Kokwai becomes inde- 
pendent, yet all of its resources will be 
exhausted in maintaining the purely 
evangelistic side of the work. It will 
be absolutely impossible for a young 
and struggling Church to establish and 
maintain educational institutions, espe- 
cially a college that is worthy of the 
name. But it is agreed on all sides that 


such a college will be indispensable—and _ 


that just at the time when the Church 
can least afford to maintain it. If there- 
fore the Church at home could see its 
way clear to provide the Set Kokwat 


with an institution of high grade, prop- — 


erly equipped and provided with a suffi- 
cient income to prevent its being a drag 
on the Church here during the first 
years of its independent existence, the 
day of complete self-support for the Sei 
Kokwai would be materially hastened. 


A new college building, frame, two stories, containing assembly hall 
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It must always be borne in mind that 
the winning of the nation to Christian- 
ity is a task possible only to a national 
independent Church. The first requi- 
site for such a Church is a body of thor- 
oughly trained clergy, and earnest well- 
instructed laymen, who can on the one 
hand command the respect of the com- 
munity in which they live, and on the 
other bear their proper part in the di- 
rection and support of the Church. 
Under present circumstances the Church 
must look to its own educational insti- 
tutions for such men. To provide the 
Sei Kokwai with such an institution 
would be to make 'a most important con- 
tribution to the cause of Christianity in 
Japan. If we had $200,000 in addition 
to the present plant, we could put the 
college on a permanent footing, and 
equip it sufficiently to do the work that 
will be required of it. But the present 
is the time of opportunity; not only can 
land be secured now at fairly reasonable 
prices, but the educational authorities 
are at present very favorably disposed 
toward such enterprises and will, I be- 
lieve, welcome any effort to expand the 
work of the college.

rO one unfamiliar with the daily 
routine of a bishop in one of 

our missionary districts can be- 

gin to understand the variety 

of work and experience that falls to his 
lot in the course of a month. These 
notes from the March journal of the 
Bishop of North Dakota will at least give 
some hints of the activities of one bishop. 
Our first sight of Bishop Mann is not 
in North Dakota at all, but in his old 
parish in Kansas City. Here, on Sunday, 
March 1st, he was the preacher and cele- 
brant at a service which marked tthe 
“utter extinguishment of all parochial 
debt. Weather rather dismal. Nevertheless 
Grace Church was filled with a congre- 
gation of over 900 people. It was a 
triumphant occasion for the rector and 
congregation. And it was a most affect- 
‘ing one for me, as I looked into the 
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throng of faces, mostly familiar and 
dear.” 

At 5:30 on the morning of Ash Wed- 
nesday the bishop was at home again in 
Fargo and begins his Lent with services 
in the cathedral church. After two days 
at home he starts on a visitation. The 
record runs: 

“March 7th—Reached St. Thomas at 
10:30, in ‘the midst of a howling snow- 
storm, Spent the afternoon writing, and 
reading the autobiography of Andrew D. 
White—a book abounding in quotable 
sayings. Though I regret ‘to say he has 
a strong bias against the Church—still, 
for that very reason his concessions are 
notable. 

“March 8th—A lovely day; mercury 25 
below, but no wind, and a bright sun. 
At 11 a.M., with the Rev. O. D. Smith— 
who arrived the night before—had

Litany, Confirmation, and Holy Com- 
munion. Congregation numbered sixty- 
one; offering for B. P.,* $7.71; com- 
municants, fifteen. I preached, and 
confirmed a class of six—the first con- 
firmation ever had in this place.” 

The bishop finds that one of the most 
devoted communicants in St. ‘Thomas 
with his family is about to move to Min- 
neapolis. That leads to this comment: 

“Really, the ‘Twin Cities’ ought to 
give North Dakota at least a thousand a 
year, in repayment for the communi- 
eants we send them.” 

At Bathgate a brief time between ser- 
vices is used for a visit “to the State 
School for the Blind, which has now 
been in operation about a month. It is 
a fine building, well equipped with all 
needful furnishing, and with an excellent 
superintendent and staff of teachers. I 
wish somebody would give me half a 
dozen prayer books of the edition pre- 
pared for the use of the blind—they are 
quite expensive, but would be so largely 
_ used and appreciated.” 

March 10th, is a red-letter day, with 
this record: “Received the $5,000 from 
the M. T. O. for the Church Hall at Val- 
ley City.” 

This means that the Board of Missions 
has recognized the importance of work 
which is being done at the State Normal 
School in Valley City by the Church, 
and in order to make that work more ef- 
fective gave $5,000 from the Men’s 
Thank-offering for the erection of a 
Church Hall. This hall, with the church, 
will become an important centre of in- 
fluence among the young women who 
come in scores from all parts of the 
state. 

Hotel accommodations in western 
towns are not always of the best, so on 
March 14th we have the record: 

“Reached Langdon at 1:15 p.M. Met 
by Mr. Lilly and, after dinner at hotel, 
went to the church, where, in the vestry

There is a 
good cot there which serves for the mis- 
sionary and the bishop on their visits, 
Gave the afternoon to writing.

A few days later the bishop was back 
in Fargo and in the afternoon, after a 
morning of office work, he reports hav- 
ing made a “reasonably short talk to 
the Fargo Woman’s Auxiliary.” 

The next Saturday Bishop Mann is 
again on the road for Towner. 

“On Sunday morning, after a talk to 
the Sunday-school, we had Morning 
Prayer and Litany in St. Mark’s Church. 
I preached and confirmed a class of 
three. The congregation numbered sixty ; 
offering for B. P., $9.60. Immediately 
on the conclusion of the service we took 
the train for Rugby, nineteen miles east. 
At seven I was present in St. Paul’s 
Church at an adult baptism, Mr. More- 
house officiating. At 7:30 we had Even- 
ing Prayer. I preached and confirmed a 
class of seven. Two were girls who had 
driven twenty miles over rough roads to 
receive this blessing. Congregation 
ninety; offering for B. P., $7.64. Im-. 
mediately after service I went to a house, 
half a mile or so off, and confirmed a 
woman kept at home by sickness.” 

How many eastern towns or cities could 
show an attendance of 55 per cent. of the 
entire population at a Monday night ser- 
vice? That is the record of Norwich, a 
town of about 100 population, “where Mr. 
Morehouse has made occasional visits; 
but we have only two communicants in 
the vicinity. However, we were kindly 
received. At eight o’clock, in the Presby- 
terian Church, not in use at present, we 
had Evening Prayer, and I preached. 
Congregation fifty-five—which, for a 
dark and threatening night, was very 
good. Offering $3.14, and collected, after 
old fashion, in a hat.” = ie

Dakota in the winter is rarely an easy 
undertaking. So the bishop found on

March 24th, when “having to reach 
Grafton on Wednesday evening, and the 
one train east stopping at York being too 
late for the connection at Grand Forks, I 
had to drive to Leeds, seven or eight 
miles, to catch No. 2, which stops there. 
It was not an agreeable drive—in the 
teeth of a fierce east wind which drove a 
vicious snow or sleet into one’s face. 
How the driver saw the road I didn’t 
know; but I fancied he let the horses 
take their own way. Reaching Leeds 
found that No. 2 was a couple of hours 
late. Nothing to do but wait at the lit- 
tle hotel, trying to translate Tertullian’s 
crabbed Latin, in one of his books I hap- 
pened to have with me. 

“March 25th—Train.came along at 
2 A.M. and landed me in Grand Forks at 
6. After breakfast went to the rectory. 
At 10, in St. Paul’s Church, I celebrated 
Holy Communion — eight receiving. 
Spent the afternoon writing. At 7 P.M., 
with the Rev. J. K. Burleson, took train 
for Grafton, forty miles north. Ex- 
amined the Rey. F. A. Martyr in Eccles- 
iastical Polity. 

“March 26th—At 11 a.m., in St. James’s 
Church, I celebrated Holy Communion 
and ordained to the priesthood the Rev. 
Frederick Augustus Martyr. The ser- 
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mon was preached by the Rev. R. C. 
Johnstone, of Winnipeg, and the candi- 
date was presented by the Rev. J. K. 
Burleson. The church was full 
of reverent people; the altar bright with 
flowers; there were eighteen communi- 
cants; the music was simple and good. 
The offering was $12 for the missionary 
apportionment, and $3.30 for B. P. 
After service a luncheon was served by 
the ladies of the mission in Eagle Hall. 

“At 3 P.M. in the church I confirmed 
two people; then enjoyed a visit with 
our folk and their guests. Took train at 
6:25, and arrived in Fargo at 11. Found 
a mail which occupied me for four 
hours.” 

March 29th, the last Sunday in the 
month, the bishop was at Jamestown, and 
his record runs: 

“Bright day. At 7:30 I celebrated 
Holy Communion, and gave a medita- 
tion, with twelve receiving. At 10:45 
Mr. Burleson read Morning Prayer, and 
I preached; congregation fifty. Then 
talked to a Sunday-school of about fifty 
children. Observed their device for 
stirring up missionary zeal—a pole with 
the blue flag and white cross and the 
regular United States flag, and below the 
two pennants which give the signal: ‘We 
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are coming to help you as fast as we 
ean. J think some of our other Sunday- 
schools might well display this signal 
during Lent.” 

The editor saw the same device in a 
Massachusetts Sunday-school during one 
of the Sundays in Lent and ean testify 
to the heartiness with which the three or 
four hundred children present shouted 
out the assurance: “We are coming to 
help you as fast as we can.” And they 
meant it, too, as a report from the school 
shows that while the Easter Offering of 
1907 was $137, the Easter Offering of 
1908 from the young people is $237. 

The month ended, as it began, with 
the celebration of the Holy Communion. 
This service was at Carrington, where we 
have no church. The bishop writes: 

“At noon, in the home of Mr. L. Gale- 
house, Mr. Burleson celebrated Holy 
Communion. There were eight com- 
municants, and an offering for missions 
of $1.55. After dinner with Mr. and Mrs. 
Galehouse we took the branch train for 

_McClusky, about three hours west. There 
put up at hotel. By this time there was 
a driving snowstorm. At 8 P.M., in 
Christ Chapel, we had Evening Prayer; 
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I preached, and confirmed one woman. 
Congregation nineteen—which for this 
place, on such a night, was not bad; of- 
fering, $2.07.” 

What was being done by Bishop Mann 
in North Dakota during March was be- 
ing duplicated by other missionary bish- 
ops in other parts of the home field with 
only such modifications as local condi- 
tions make necessary. This partial out- 
line of one bishop’s work (there was no 
single day without its special duty or ap- 
pointment of some kind) indicates what 
great possibilities for constructive effort 
the life of a missionary bishop in the 
home field affords. 

The missionary bishops and the mis- 
sionary clergy in the West and in the 
Southwest where new regions are being 
opened up for occupancy, where new 
communities are in the formative period, 
are doing the work of thorough-going 
Christian patriots. We need to think of 
the missionary in the home field as one 
who, in addition to the direct work of 
preaching the Gospel, is laying the foun- 
dations for civic righteousness and is 
making possible the development of 
Christian commonwealths, 


A SOD HOME ON THE NORTH DAKOTA PRAIRIE 


«THE COMITY OF MISSIONS”*

II. CHINA

N the October number of The Hast 
and the West appeared a paper 
from the pen of Bishop Alan Gib- 
sont under the title “Comity of 

Missions,” to which the present writer 
would have added “I. South Africa.” 
Not that the “Comity of Missions” is 
one thing in South Africa and another 
thing in China, but that the paper was 
based exclusively on South African ex- 
perience. It is much to be hoped that, 
as Bishop Gibson himself suggests, 
several more papers on the same subject 
may be contributed, based on experience 
elsewhere. 

The subject of “Comity and Federa- 
tion” was one of those which was set 
before the Centenary ‘Conference held in 
Shanghai in ‘May, 1907. . . , It may 
not be redundant to attempt a brief 
survey of the tone of the conference, as 
regards the particular subject of Comity 
of Missions, and to consider how far the 
- conference resolutions bearing upon this 
subject could appeal to English Church- 
men throughout the world. Before pro- 
ceeding to quote the resolutions in detail, 
one or two remarks should be made, 
partly to show the conditions under 
which they were passed; partly to draw 
attention to certain characteristics of 
_ the conference phraseology. . 


Confusing Phraseology 

The “Centenary Conference” in the 
words of one of its own resolutions rep- 
resented “all Protestant Missions at pres- 
ent working in China”; in the words of 
its Memorial to the Home Churches, it

j Bishop of Walfish Bay, South Africa. 
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represented all “the reformed Churches” 
which are at work in China. It in- 
cluded, therefore, representatives of the 
Anglican Missions, both English and 
American. It met to consider the 
problems of the future in the light of 
the experience of the past hundred 
years, since Robert Morrison first landed 
in China. It was thought that it would 
help to promote definiteness if a series 
of resolutions were drawn up by the com- 
mittee in charge of each subject, and if 
such resolutions were to be recom- 
mended to the members of the confer- 
ence by the chairman or other members 
of those committees, and after discussion 
and slight emendation should be passed 


‘unanimously. 


We are not concerned at this point to 
discuss how far the representatives of 
the Anglican Missions were justified in 
taking part in such a conference. What 
ealls for notice, is the obvious restric- 
tions which the methods adopted by the 
conference imposed upon its members. 

There lies before the writer the official 
copy of the resolutions as passed. Those 
which affect our present subject more 
especially are the resolutions on “The 
Chinese Church” and those on “Comity 
and Federation.” The former occupy 
five pages, the latter two pages, of an 
octavo pamphlet; the former number 
ten, the latter eight, with abundant sub- 
divisions. The time allotted for dis- 
cussion—after deducting the official 
speeches introducing the resolutions— 
was about three hours in each case; 
much of it was naturally taken up with 
verbal criticism. The result was that, 
in a great many cases, resolutions were 
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recorded as passed which by no means 
secured unanimous support, ‘Sometimes 
objectors gave utterance to their objec- 
tions and then abstained from voting;. 
sometimes a compromise was arrived at, 
for which they voted reluctantly. But 
two ruling forces were at work through- 
out—one, the desire to preserve as far as 
possible the appearance of unanimity; 
the other, the apparent obligation to 
pass the resolutions brought forward, or 
something like them. 

It is not unlikely that the latter of 
these forces was felt to be irksome at 
times by all sections of the conference. 
Certainly, to many who were present, the 
length, the verbosity, and the detail of 
the resolutions presented for unanimous 
acceptance by a large and heterogeneous 
body such as the conference, seemed the 
gravest mistake of a generally well-man- 
aged meeting. 

There is one other point to which at- 

tention must be drawn at the outset. 
The conference spent its first day’s ses- 
sions discussing “The Chinese Church.” 
This is incidentally defined in the first 
resolution under that head as “God’s 
Church in connection with the Prot- 
estant Missions in China.” Two lines 
below occurs “the Chinese Protestant 
Church”; and a few lines further on 
“to all members of the Church in 
China.” Similarly the third resolution 
states that “we desire to plant one 
Church under the sole control of our 
Lord Jesus Christ . . . while freely 
communicating to this Church the 
knowledge of truth and the rich his- 
torical experience to which the older 
Churches have attained, we fully recog- 
nize the liberty in Christ of the Churches 
in China planted by means of the Mis- 
sions and Churches which we repre- 
Benin ie. 27” 

There is the same (perhaps inevitable) 
confusion, or double use, of terms in the 
“Memorial to the Home Churches” 
drawn up by the conference, which 
speaks of the “Church” and the 

“Churches” at home, and of the 
“QOhurches” and the “Church” in China. 
We are far from complaining of this; 
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we regard it as inevitable in any con- 


ference composed of such elements and 
yet imbued with such great ideals. But 
it needs to be borne in mind when we 


consider the meaning of the resolutions 
and the fact that the representatives of 
the Anglican Communion voted for those 
resolutions. Some of the criticisms of 
the conference’s work which have reached 
the writer have gone very wide of the 
mark through misunderstanding this 
point. 


Some Preliminary Consid- 


erations 
Before we consider the attitude of the 
conference toward the question of 


“Comity,” it may be well to remind our- 
selves of some of the points made in 
Bishop Gibson’s article. Bishop Gibson 
regards it as quite possible that “without 
any surrender of principle . . . we 
might be enabled to (1) avoid overlap- 
ping with the terrible waste it entails; 
(2) maintain that discipline which is— 
absolutely essential alike for the welfare 
of the individual and of the communion 
as a whole; and (8) eradicate bitterness 
and actual hatred among Christians 
themselves.” He suggests as a means to 
these ends “mutual conference” for 
“practical purposes,” especially to con- 
sider “the question of the comity of 
Missions.” ‘He believes that, as a result 
of such conference, it might be possible — 
to establish “a common system of dis- 
cipline” to a considerable extent, though 
probably not an entire agreement. He 
believes that on the subject of overlap- 
ping, ete., such a conference might pass 
such a resolution as this: 


Where work is to be undertaken 
among heathen, missionaries~shall 
not, without urgent cause, begin 
new operations in a locality where 
other Christians are already in the 
field; “ 


and again, ~ 


It is no breach of Christian 
courtesy for a missionary to follow 
up his own people. 
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To the latter he would add as a rider: 


Where Christians are followed 
up by their missionaries, as far as 
possible no actual station shall be 
formed in close proximity to one 
already in existence. 


On the subject of the transferrence of 
Christians from one body to another, he 
suggests as possible such guarded reso- 
lutions as the following: 


“Missionaries shall not  delib- 
erately proselytize among Chris- 
tians.” “It is no breach of Chris- 
tian courtesy for a missionary to 
use every right and fair effort to 
retain his own members; nor is it 
any breach of Christian courtesy 
for a missionary to receive into the 
communion to which he belongs 
members of other denominations” ; 


adding as a wider of primary impor- 
tance, 

In all such cases, certificate of 
ecclesiastical status and character, 
or letters testimonial, shall be de- 
manded on the one side and given 
on the other. 


We have quoted thus much of the 
bishop’s article because we think it will 
serve as a foil to set off the quotations 
we are about to give from the resolutions 
of the China Centenary Conference. 
The bishop suggests “mutual confer- 
ence.” In China (as in India and else- 
where) we have had such conference, 
and that on a very large scale. -We can 
study the results as expressed in resolu- 
tions; and we can at least form opinions 
as to whether it is worth while for 
Anglican Christians to take part in such 
conferences, or whether doing so is a 
mistake. 


The Peking Committee on 
Federation 


In the Shanghai conference “Oomity” 
appeared as a part of one of the subjects, 
the other and perhaps predominant 
partner being “Federation.” This latter 
question had been the raison d’étre of a 
small committee of Peking missionaries, 
which really did its work under the 
vigorous pressure of one enthusiastic 
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Free Churchman, Dr. Thomas Cochrane, 
M.B., of the L. M.S. 

At the risk of seeming discursive, it 
may be worth while to say something 
about the work of what is known in 
Qhina as the “Peking Committee on 
Federation,” of which Dr. Cochrane was 
the chairman. It embraced originally 
two Congregationalists (English and 
American), one Methodist, one Presby- 
terian, and one Anglican. It took steps 
to find out the views of all the missions, 
and, in some cases, of most of the mis- 
sionaries, working in China, on such 
points as the desirability of common 
terms for God and the Holy Spirit, and 
for churches and preaching chapels; the 
possibility of a union hymn-book; and 
the expediency of some form of federa- 
tion of missions. The Anglican mem- 
ber of the committee never found any 
reason to regret having taken part in its 
deliberations, but rather the contrary; 
and if the committee did not itself effect 
a great deal, it paved the way for what 
might have proved, and still may prove, 
large developments. It discovered and 
made public the interesting fact that on 
the long-vexed “Term” question there is 
now something very near unanimity 
amongst the foreign missionary bodies; 
so much so that the Bible Societies will 
probably cease to print alternative terms 
as hitherto. It has produced a small and 
tentative edition of a nucleus of common 
hymns; and it carried through, in Sep- 
tember, 1905, a federation conference in 
Peking attended by a good many repre- 
sentatives from places as distant as 
Shansi and Hongkong. 

In the opinion of the present writer its 
real opportunity for doing more was for- 
feited by the attempt to do too much. 
Its ideas of federation, or at least those 
put forth in its name, were too elaborate 


and too advanced to secure acceptance, — 


and it was not content with such 
cautious findings as Bishop Gibson sug- 
gests. However, it effected the considera- 
tion of the subject as a practical ques- 
tion by the Shanghai Centenary Con- 
ference of 1907; and a committee of that 
conference was formed to draw up a 
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report and resolutions to be eubmitied to 
the conference itself. 


The Shanghai Conference and 
the ‘‘Chinese Church” 


It would be natural at this point to 
review the resolutions on this subject 
which were carried at the Centenary 
Conference; but the procedure of the 
conference itself necessitates another 
digression. The subject of “Comity and 
Federation” was put down for one of 
the closing sessions, the subject of “The 
Chinese Church” for the first day. 
When the resolutions on this latter point 
were published, many of those attending 
the conference rubbed their eyes and 
wondered who was responsible for taking 
nearly all the wind out of the sails of 
the federation committee. Whatever the 
_ cause, the resolutions im re “The Chinese 
Church” are so bound up with our sub- 
ject that we must consider them first, 
before we pass on to those of the com- 
mittee on “(Comity and Federation.” 

Space forbids us to do more than sum- 
-marize them very briefly indeed. (They 
cover, as has been said, five octavo 
pages.) Dr. J. C. Gibson, of the Eng- 
lish Presbyterian Mission in Swatow, 
was the chairman of the committee, and 
really the author of the resolutions. The 
dominant idea set forth in them is that 
of the oneness of all Protestant (7.¢., ex- 
elusive of Roman Catholic) mission 
work. The work of the Greek Church 
of Russia in the North is at present 
hardly known outside Peking. The 
resolutions speak of “the Church in 
China”; they seek to minimize the 
effects of such differences as exist by 
dwelling on the large amount of agree- 
ment whch really obtains amongst us; 
they would limit our “differences” 
mainly to “methods of administration 
and Church government”; insist on “our 
real unity in our common witness to the 
Gospel of the grace of God.” Again, 
we are said to desire “lo plant one 
Church” in China, to be as soon as pos- 
sible set free from all control by mem- 
bers of “Churches” in foreign lands (1.e., 
foreign missionaries); and this ideal is 
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urged upon “the Home Churches” for 
their acceptance. The fifth and sixth 
resolutions are particularly germane to 
our subject. The first great step toward 
unity is set forth as “the uniting of the 
Churches planted in China by different 
missions of the same ecclesiastical order,” 
and a committee consisting of eight sub- 
committees, each representing one ec- 
clesiastical order (as far as possible), is 
appointed “to further and co-ordinate 
all such action.” It is “the earnest hope 
of this Conference” that these Chinese 
bodies (of different ecclesiastical orders) 
“may from the first prepare to unite with 
each other in the closest practicable 
bonds of Christian fellowship, either in 
organic ecclesiastical unton or in a free 
federation” ‘as God shall guide them. 


Practical Statesmanship 


If the ideal set forth was a bold one 
under existing conditions, no one can 
question the wise statesmanship of the 
practical step suggested. Dr. Gibson 
avoided the mistake of the Peking Com- 
mittee; he did not try to effect too much, 
but contented himself with a really prac- 
tical proposal. On the other hand, he 
plunged the conference into a veritable 
vortex by his attempt to define the limits 
of doctrinal agreement in his second 
resolution. Churchmen, and many 
others, would take exception to any 
limiting of our differences simply to 
“methods of administration and ‘Church 
government.” But this part was care- 
fully worded, and might have passed 
very easily; but when it came to a 
“gnanimous and cordial” declaration 
that this conference holds, etc., it was 
inevitable that the really strong doc- 
trinal divergencies which exist should 
make themselves felt. The debate was 
intensely interesting—the word “Cath- 
olic.” though finally expunged, found 
many unexpected defenders. The atti- 
tude of the leader of the great China 
Inland Mission was a revelation in 
itself; and the credit of healing a 
threatened breach of comity, not to say 
of charity, on the very threshold of the 
conference, lay perhaps with the youngest 
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of our Anglican bishops. But the word- 
ing of the resolution as finally passed 
was far from adequate; and perhaps we 
may go as far as to say that the whole 
thing might have been better left alone. 
It was one more instance of the danger 
of a “conference” (such as Bishop Gib- 
son rightly recommends) attempting too 
much. 


The Declaration of the Shanghai 
Conference 


We must, however, quote the declara- 
tion as it stands: 


That this Conference unanimous- 
ly holds the Scriptures of the Old 
and New Testaments as the su- 
preme standard of faith and prac- 
tice, and ‘holds firmly the primitive 
apostolic faith. Further, while 
acknowledging the Apostles’ Creed 
and the Nicene Creed as substan- 
tially expressing the fundamental 
doctrines of the Christian faith, the 
Conference does not adopt any creed 
as a basis of Church unity, and 
leaves confessional questions for 
future consideration; yet, in view 
of our knowledge of each other’s 
doctrinal symbols, history, work, 
and character, we gladly recognize 
ourselves as already one body in 
Christ, teaching one way of eternal 
life, and calling men into one holy 
fellowship; and as one in regard to 
the great body of doctrine of the 
Christian faith; one in our teach- 
ing as to the love of God the 
Father, God the Son, and God the 
Holy Ghost; in our testimony as to 
sin and salvation, and our homage 
to the Divine Redeemer of men; 
one in our call to the purity of the 
Christian life, and in our witness 
to the splendors of the Christian 
hope. 


Churchmen have been severely criti- 
cised for voting for this resolution; the 
expressions or words printed above in 
italics have been held to be seriously in- 
adequate if not contrary to the faith we 
really hold. The present writer feels 
that this is just one of those cases where 
the preliminary considerations he set 
forth need 'to be borne in mind. Te be- 
lieves that, as things are, any attempts 
gt such common declarations should be 
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either avoided altogether, or drawn up 
so as to leave no doubt in the minds 
of anyone that they are not the “min- 
imum we are prepared to accept” but the 
“extent to which we agree.” But he 
believes no less strongly that 7f Church- 
men are right in attending such con- 
ferences, they must err, if it is erring, on 
the side of charity rather than of 
rigidity; that while they may rightly do 
their best to keep matters of dispute out- 
side the limits of discussion, they may 
not rightly endanger brotherly feeling in 
order to assert the fulness of their own 
beliefs when their loyalty to those beliefs 
is not really brought into question at all. 


The Gravestone of Over-Elabo- 
rate Organization 


Let us now turn to the resolutions 
brought forward by the committee on 
Comity and Federation, whose chairman, 
Dr. Ament, of Peking, had been a mem- 
ber of the Peking Committee, and works 
under the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions (Congrega- 
tional). Eight resolutions were adopted, 
the last being in response to a sugges- 
tion made by the Anglican Conference 
held in April, 1907, of which more anon. 

This committee contented itself with 
a lower ideal than Dr. Gibson’s, the 
formation of a “Christian Federation of 
‘China,” rather than the attainment of 
“the Chinese Church”; and—whether 
for this reason or from some baneful in- 
fluence attaching to the word “Federa- 
tion”—it produced a scheme from which 
we can hardly hope to see great results. 
Beginning with a specious preamble 
about the objects of the proposed federa- 
tion—‘“to foster and encourage the senti-. 
ment and practice of union rigors TEER 
“to see through all such effort to hasten 
the establishment of the Kingdom of 
God in China’—it proceeded to outline 
an elaborate scheme of councils for 
each province or group of provinces and 
of a National Representative Council 
for the whole of China, if not for the 
whole Chinese race. The scheme as pre- 
sented had laid firm hold of one sound 
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idea, viz.; that in all such councils the 
native Church should be at least as 
strongly represented as the body of for- 
elgn missionaries. But the soundness of 
this idea, 7f such councils are to exist 
at all, does not justify calling such coun- 
cils into existence if they are not wanted. 
And the whole scheme was vitiated by an 
attempt to harmonize the idea of repre- 
sentation on an elaborate scale with what 
was acknowledged to be an _ essential 
proviso, that the National Council 
should be “a consultative and advisory 
body only.” 

In other words, the scheme proposes to 
lay upon the missionaries in China and 
the Christian churches or groups of con- 
verts in China all the burdens of strict 
and constitutional representation, in 
order to secure what may be roughly 
termed “opportunities for mutual con- 
ference.” It met with no enthusiastic 
reception at the hands of the Shanghai 
Conference; and, although it is being 
pushed in North China, it remains to be 
seen how far it will be really carried into 
effect elsewhere. 

On the other hand, when we turn to 
the resolution which describes “the work 
of the federation,” we shall see that its 
objects are not unlike those which Bishop 
Gibson sets before us in his article on the 
“Comity of Missions.” And it is a real 
matter for regret that these excellent 
objects should be in danger of being lost 
sight of because they have been buried 
under the gravestone of over-elaborate 
organization. These objects are briefly 
as follows: 

(a) To encourage everything 
that will demonstrate the existing 
essential unity of Christians, espe- 
cially opportunities of united 
prayer and mutual conference. 

(b) To recommend plans for 
more efficient and more economical 
working over the whole field. 

(c) To promote union in educa- 
tional work. 

(d) To encourage conferences 
on methods of work. 

(e) “To endeavor to secure 
‘harmonious, co-operant, and more 
effective ‘work throughout’ the 
whole empire.” 


Underlying these rather redundant 
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headings, we can trace the desiderata of 
the ‘bishop: 

(a) A remedy for the waste en- 
tailed by overlapping. 

(b) The welfare of the whole 
by harmonious exercise of common 
discipline. 

(c) A cure for bitterness and 
hatred amongst Christians. 


It is only fair to add that these last 
terms could only ibe used, and that not at 
all generally, of the relations between 
Protestants and Roman Christians in 
China; and all consideration of the 
latter was tabooed by the Shanghai 
Conference. Again, the bishop’s remedy 
lies in mutual conference; the Shanghai 
resolutions accept the prescription but 
insist on such a dose of it that it is to be 
feared that the patient will refuse to 
take it! 


Romanists in China 


The comparison just instituted sug- 
gests a further one: How far is the 
mission field in China similar to that in 
South Africa? ‘We have already in- 
timated, and we gladly lay stress on the 
fact that we really know next to noth- 
ing of rivalry and practically nothing 
of “bitterness and hatred” in China, be- 
tween different bodies of Christians, if 
we omit consideration of the Roman mis- 
sions. But if this removes one strong 
motive for seeking relief through mutual 
conference, the reasons that remain are 
sufficiently weighty in themselves, and 
actually gain in practical force. On the 
other~ hand, Bishop Gibson speaks of 
cases in Africa where Roman Catholics 
have shown that they can act with other 
Christians. We do not know exactly to 
what he refers; but it lies, alas! outside 
the realm of present probabilities in 
China. Protestant missionaries have 
been accused—with some reason in the 
past, though a better spirit is struggling 
to reveal itself to-day—of not counting 
the Roman Catholics as Christians at 
all. The latter undowdtedly look askance. 
on all Protestant work; there are, of 
course, some marked individual excep- 
tions; and if Protestantism is ‘generally 
anathema, the Anglican Church is pre: 
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eminently so. In North China, in Shan- 
tung, and in Mid-China, to the present 
writer’s knowledge, the language used 
by Bishop Gibson is hardly too strong to 
describe the conduct of the Roman 
Catholics every now and again toward 
missions or Christians of the Anglican 
Communion. 

The reason probably lies in the widely 
different political conditions. China is 
not Japan, still less is it South Africa. 
Tt is much more like the Uganda of old 
days, about which we heard such lament- 
able reports. The Roman missions in 
China have sacrificed much, spiritually, 
for temporal power, and they are doing 
the same thing still, though under altered 
conditions. In this respect they stand 
practically alone; and it makes any 
question of co-operation, or even of con- 
ference, almost if not wholly impossible, 
at all events as thimgs are at present. 


The Desirability of Mutual 
Conference 

Two points remain for consideration— 
the bearing of our experience in China 
on the remedy of “mutual conference,” 
and the question of the right attitude of 
the Anglican missions toward such pro- 
posed conferences. 

In regard to the first point, the mis- 
sionary body in China (other than 
Roman Catholic) is wholly in accord 
with Bishop Gibson. It acknowledges, 
with the one great exception already 
‘referred to, the evils he deplores, it ad- 
vocates the same remedy. It has tried, 
and in the present writer’s opinion it has 
at least to some extent proved the futility 
of trying elaborate organization. It has 
tried, not only on the large scale of the 
Centenary Conference, but in various 
parts of the empire on a smaller scale, 
and tried with success, less highly- 
organized conferences. But its ex- 
perience in these seems to teach one or 
two lessons, which it may not be pre- 
sumptuous to suggest here. Before such 
conferences meet, great care should be 
taken not only in regard to subjects of 
discussion, but still more in regard to 
any resolutions to be submitted. (This 
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is not said from a purely Anglican 
standpoint. The Baptists at Shanghai 
were at least as much “scandalized” as 
the Anglicans.) The greatest caution is 
needed in this matter, and the scope of 
Bishop Gibson’s suggestions is in this 
respect far wiser than the scope of some 
of the Shanghai resolutions. 

Again, as a matter of policy, we can- 
not insist too strongly on the statesman- 
ship of Dr. J. C. Gibson’s proposals for 
effective effort toward greater unity. 
By all means let us sanctify them by the 
noble ideal he sets before us, but let us 
at the same time guide our steps on the 
lines of broad common sense which he 
lays down. 


What Should Be the Attitude of 
the Anglican Communion? 


In regard to the second point, Bishop 
Gibson’s own view is clear. And ap- 
parently it is shared by other South 
African bishops. It is, we know, shared 
by many in India, and it is emphatically 
shared in China by men so different as 
Bishop Moule, late of Mid-China, a 
veteran of fifty years’ experience, and 
Bishop Graves of the American Church 
Mission at Shanghai. The latter was 
chairman of the executive committee at 
the Centenary Conference, and his 
brother American bishop, Bishop Roots, 
of Hankow, made a great mark at the 
conference. It would be presumptuous 
of the present writer to place his own 
conviction alongside those of the bishops 
already referred to; but as every little bit 
of personal experience is a fact of which 
true science ought to take account, he 
ventures to give his own. He joined 
the now defunct Peking Committee in 
fear and trembling; his conviction of the 
wisdom of joining it, of the gain to be 
derived from sharing in its discussions, 
and (if it may be said quite imper- 
sonally) of the gain to those discussions 
accruing from the fact that they were 
carried on in the presence of an Anglican 
Churchman, grew upon him at every 
meeting at which he was present. It 
was, it is true, an experience on a small 
scale; but it sent him to Shanghai in a 
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hopeful frame of mind, and the convic- 
tion was deepened again. The Centen- 
ary Conference owed a great deal to 
Bishop Graves, Bishop Roots, Mr. Jack- 
son, of Wuchang, and Dr. Hawks Pott, 
of Shanghai, the four most prominent 
Anglicans. 

One of the most effective proposals for 
“demonstrating our essential unity’— 
though we have not yet seen it actually 
carried out—was that presented by the 
Anglican Conference Committee on 
Unity, to the effect that a form of 
prayer be drawn up for a blessing on 
China, its Empire, its Christians, and the 
unity of the Church in that land, to be 
used by every congregation of Christians 
throughout the country every Sunday. 

Nor was the gain all on one side. It 
was a point of common experience among 
the representatives of the Anglican 
Communion at the Centenary Confer- 
ence, that we gained much from being 
there, from getting into touch with our 
brethren, from realizing more of the one- 
ness of our work, from coming there 
under the influence of the Holy Spirit 
of God, from the honest endeavor “to 
keep His unity in the bond of peace.” 


The Responsibility of the 
Anglican Communion 


But this question of the wisdom of 
Anglicans attending such joint con- 
ferences is not merely a question of losses 
or gains, as these present themselves to 
different individuals. All of us who 
have thought much about the matter 
must have felt that the really constrain- 
ing motive for taking our part in such 


- conferences is the conviction that God 


has called the Anglican Communion to 
hold a special place, to undertake a par- 
ticular réle, in this work of promoting 
the unity of Christendom. ‘As Lord 
William Cecil said, in a sermon preached 


at Shanghai in May, 1907, the task 


before Christendom is: 


To weave together the torn robe 
of Christ, to bring together not 
only the Protestant but the Cath- 
olic, not only the various divisions 
of English-speaking Christendom, 
but all Christians, Roman and 
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Greek, Abyssinian and Armenian, 
Nestorian and Jacobite, as well as 
American and English. 


And as Bishop Scott, of North China, 
said a fortnight earlier: 


Let us remind ourselves of our 
stewardship as bishops and clergy 
of the Anglican Communion. The 
Providence of God has placed us in 
the position we hold to-day.... We 
have great and strong links with 
the ancient Churches, Greek and 
Roman, of Christendom; while the 
freedom secured to us at the Ref- 
ormation, and steadily maintained 
ever since, has given us a close 
bond with all the non-episcopal 
Churches which hold the orthodox 
Trimitariameraith. .2a..) Unity. 
does not imply a vast Protestant 
organization separated by a gulf 
which none can pass from a vaster 
Roman Catholic organization. 


There is a real danger lest the non- 
episcopal Christian bodies, not only in 
China, ‘but elsewhere, should content 
themselves with aiming at such a 
result. In many cases they are ready to 
welcome us as allies in bringing it 
about; and thus the doors of their “con- 
ferences” stand open to us. We enter 
those doors on no false pretences if we 
enter them with our wider, higher ideal 
of unity emblazoned on our banners. We 
have still the opportunity to influence our 
Protestant brethren in the direction of 
our own ideals. To hold aloof from 
mutual conference is to throw away this 
opportunity; to take our part is to seize 
it. “Let us remind ourselves of ou 
stewardship.” 

If we hesitate to venture, it must be 
because we fear to endanger that which 
we hold dear, and rightly so, “our 
heritage in the Church.” But not only 
is it true that “love casteth out fear,” 
but we may be fearful without cause, 
thinking that the strain of binding 
Christendom in one is to fall on us, for- 
getting that we are but the channel 
through which the unifying power of 
God may flow; that the strain, if strain 
there will be, will fall not on us, but on 
the Spirit that worketh in us, who is 
none other than God Himself, 


THE REVEREND EDWARD H. FITZGERALD 


EDWARD H. FITZGERALD 


WHO GAVE HIMSELF TO THE SERVICE OF HIS MASTER 
AND HIS BRETHREN IN CHINA 


ARLY in February the Rev. E. 

‘H. Fitzgerald arrived in Han- 

kow with Bishop Roots. On 

June 3d God took him to Him- 

self. The son of a Connecticut clergy- 
man, still in active service, Mr. Fitz- 
gerald early determined to follow in his 
father’s steps. Six years ago, while a 
student at Yale, he asked himself the 
question, “Why should not I offer for 
work abroad?” Having decided that he 
would do so, he gave himself heartily to 
the work of preparation. In 1906, 
shortly before the completion of his 
eourse at the Episcopal Theological 
‘ School, he offered for China. Appar- 
ently the embodiment of youthful vigor, 
he was surprised to find that the exam- 
ining physician could not recommend 
him for appointment by the Board of 
Missions because of the symptoms of ‘an 
entirely unsuspected disease. He set to 
work bravely to get well, in the mean- 
time being ordained and taking charge 
of a country parish in his home diocese. 
After eighteen months’ work in Oon- 
necticut the progress of the disease 
seemed to be arrested, though the phy- 
sicians were still unable to make a re- 
port that would warrant an appointment 
by the Board of Missions. As Mr, Fitz- 
gerald was still eager to go to the field, 
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Bishop Roots decided to accept him, and 
arranged with the Alumni Association 
of the Episcopal Theological School to 
accept him under their standing offer to 
provide the support, in the District of 
Hankow, of two graduates of the school. 
Mr. Fitzgerald joyfully assented to the 
plan and sailed with Bishop Roots De- 
cember 24th, 1907. Early in the spring 
a recurrence of the unfavorable symp- 
toms was noted ‘and plans for his return 
to this country were under considera- 
tion. Before they could be carried out 
the difficulty had become too acute to 
permit of travel. 

Mr. Fitzgerald’s fortitude and bright- 
ness were an inspiration to his asso- 
ciates. Never for a moment did he re- 
gret his coming to China, and even 
while he was dying he left his testimony 
that he was glad he had come. His life 
was as much a sacrifice for the Church 
in China as if he had labored there 
many years. Knowing his limitations 
in health, he determined ito do the 
utmost of his ability whatever work 
should be assigned to him. His few 
months in the mission have made an 
impression which is deep and lasting, 
not only upon the members of the staff, 
but also upon the members of the for- 
eign community in Hankow. During 
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his illness he showed a remarkable for- 
getfulness of self, urging those who 
nursed him not to worry about him, as- 
suring them frequently, to use his own 
words, that he was “all right.” 

He gave his last instructions and 
made his will calmly, and said: “Tell 
my father and mother that I have al- 
ways been happy here.” Twice he asked 
the Rev. Arthur M. Sherman to send 
the message home safter his death to the 
Episcopal Theological School, “Who will 
take my place?” In the cablegram to 
the Board announcing his death this 
message was included. 

Though he was in China less than five 
months, yet he made a place for himself 
in the hearts of all who knew him, even 
amongst the Chinese of whom he had 


necessarily seen little; and his coming 
was a decided and permanent blessing to 
the mission. 

On Thursday, June 4th, two memorial 
celebrations of the Holy Communion 
were held, one at ‘Wuchang at eight 
o’clock and one at the cathedral at Han- 
kow at ten o’clock. The funeral service 
was held in the cathedral at half-past 
four. Mr. Fitzgerald’s body was car- 
ried to its rest by ten vested clergy. 
Behind these in procession came the 
thirty choir boys and thirteen divinity 
students, singing the hymn which he 
loved so well, “The Son of God Goes 
Forth to War.” The grave is next to 
that of the greatly beloved Bishop 
Ingle who, like Mr. Fitzgerald, gave up 
his life in the service of the Chinese. 


HOW SOUTH DAKOTA CELEBRATED 
BISHOP HARE’S BIRTHDAY 


HE pupils in the Church 
schools of South Dakota never 


forget Bishop Hare’s birthday. 


Every year the Indian chil- 
dren send quaint, loving, well-written 
letters in time to reach Sioux Falls by 
May 17th, while the girls of All Saints’, 
where the bishop has his home, make “a 
field day” of it with merry sports, exer- 
eises and games and a dinner on the 
lawn. It was Bishop Worthington who, 
saying he wanted to be remembered in 
the school, years ago made the request 
that Bishop Hare’s birthday should _al- 
ways be, “not a stingy half-holiday, but 
a whole holiday in All Saints’ School.” 

This year the bishop was not at the 
school on May 17th, by a strange coin- 
cidence, spending the day in almost the 
same spot where he spent his first birth- 
day in. South Dakota thirty-five years 
ago. The holiday at the school was 
therefore postponed until May 27th. A 
more beautiful day even South Dakota 
seldom sees, and all of it was passed 
out-of-doors in matched games of tennis 
and basket-ball, drills, may-pole dance, 


races for the children and the usual 


picnic. 


But the people of South Dakota did 
not want to leave it to the children 
alone to mark the bishop’s seventieth 
birthday ; so they prepared a letter and a 
purse for presentation at the annual 
convocation held in Sioux Falls June 
9th and 10th. No inkling of it reached 
the bishop. Immediately after the 
graduation exercises at All Saints’ 
School, the Rev. Dr. Doherty, rector of 
Christ Church, Yankton, in a happy 
address, recalled Bishop Hare’s services 
to the Church in the Far East as well 
as on the prairies of South ‘Dakota, say- 
ing that, though Bishop Hare would aal- 
ways be known as one of the greatest of 
missionaries to the Indians, his name 
would be better known and more revered 
as the defender of the homes of the peo- — 
ple of South Dakota. He then read 
this letter signed by the assistant bish- 
op, the rural deans and other clergy, the 
lay officers and hundreds of the people 


of the Church in South Dakota:

Dear Bishop— 

As May the 17th was the seven- 
tieth anniversary of your birth, 
we feel that we cannot allow the 
occasion to pass without express- 
ing to you our sense of gratitude 
to Almighty God as we reflect 
upon the ‘abundant labors with 


your ministry and to be to your 
people a true and worthy shepherd, 
have, we assure you, established 
you firmly in their affections and 
inspired reverence and devotion to 
Christ and His Church. “Not 
counting your life dear unto your- 
self,” but always “‘spending your- 
self and being spent” in the faith- 
ful performance of the arduous 
duties of your office, your noble

With deep feeling the bishop thanked 
the people, and said the letter described 
what he “might have been” and what, 
during the time which might remain to 
him, he would “try to be.” 

Too feeble to rise from his chair, but 
with a strong voice and with all his old- 
time humor, the Rev. John H. Babcock 
presented the purse, saying it was “the 
outward and visible sign of the inward 
and spiritual” love which the letter had 
expressed, that it was to be used abso- 
lutely at the bishop’s discretion. “We 
do not say that it shall not be used ta 
build churches or rectories, or for the 
schools, but for the bishop’s personal 
comfort—because it wouldn’t be any 
use! The bishop isn’t that kind of a 
man!” 


Some will recall the difficulties of last summer 
between the Federal authorities and some of 
the Ute Indians. A number of them were 
transferred to South Dakota. The Rev. Ed- 
ward Ashley, of our Cheyenne Mission, says: 


ECENTLY TI had to make a trip 
over my own field, a hundred 
miles and back, visiting stations and 
to see the Utes. These latter were 
brought here last July and turned 
over to the agent to live here for five 
years on lands which they leased from 
our people. After talking with them, 
I find they do not know much of 
the white man’s ways, and nothing at 
all about the Saviour. They do not 
seem to know what we mean by ‘Church. 
I have asked one of our catechists to 
look after them. I am about to appeal 
to the bishop for $200 or $300 to 
build a log chapel or meeting house 
for the Utes. Comparing the condi- 
tion of these Indians with our own, I 
see what a difference there is between 
the heathen and Christian Indians. Our 
people, as well as myself, are anxious to 
help the Utes and get them to move for- 
ward in civilization and Christianity.

FROM FAR 


The Bishop of Western Colorado sends us some 
notes “to indicate what splendid work can ve 
done by a little band of devoted lay people” 
in laying foundations in a frontier town: 


NE of our clergy held service at Hotch- 
¢ kiss, and did much to strengthen 
the work. Chief credit, however, is due 
to the earnestness and devotion of a little 
band of Church people in the commu- 
nity, who are now laying foundations for 
a strong parish. They have organized a 
guild and called it “St. George’s” after 
the home parish in New York of two of 
these earnest ones. The men have pur- 
chased a valuable site for a church on 
which is a small building that can be 
used for church purposes for some time 
to come. This purchase has necessitated 
a debt, for the payment of which the 
guild is still working. A Sunday-school 
has been organized and is doing splen- 
did work. A young man of the commu- 
nity has been licensed to act as lay- 
reader, and he conducts service every 
Sunday. Another young man has organ- 
ized and trained a choir. A faithful 
young woman—whom I call “the dea- 
coness”—has sought out a number of 
candidates for baptism and confirmation. 
The latter she has carefully prepared. I 
visited Hotchkiss last week. Our 
Methodist brethren kindly lent us their 
church, which was filled by a representa- 
tive congregation. I was strongly con- 
vinced of the fact that our Church is 
making a decided impression upon the 
entire community.

The students of the Havana Theological Semi- 
nary recently had an opportunity to show 
their ability as volunteer firemen. Accord- 
ing to Archdeacon Steel, their work in this 
direction was equally creditable with their 
showing as theologians: 


ARLY in the morning of June 2d, the 
first day appointed for the examina- 
tions, the house next to the seminary took 
fire and was entirely destroyed. Had it not

been for the almost heroic exertions of 
the students it is more than likely that 
the seminary building would also have 
been lost. As it was, the damage to the 
building was very considerable. 

After the fire was extinguished the stu- 
dents settled down to their examinations 
and did very good work.

If we can get the girls to some- 
thing like the same extent that we have 
the boys, I shall think the battle half 
won.” 
Just a year later Bishop Brent, after 
making a visitation among the same peo- 
ple, writes: “The school is full. The lit- 
tle girls are not only weaving all the 
cloth for their own needs but are also 
putting some for sale on the market.” 
Surely, if a year can make this change, 
the battle must be more than half won!

The Rev. E. P. Newton, of Valdez, recently 
visited Cordova, about thirty miles away to 
minister to the resident Church people and 
others. Cordova promises to be an impor- 
tant place as the southern terminus of a 
projected railroad to the interior: 


HE Greek Church is the only church 
building in the town. In this 
church on the First Sunday after Trin- 
ity, June 21st, 1908, we held services. 


Mr. Todd who has come out from Berke- 
ley Divinity-school to help as lay-reader 
during the summer, stands by me. Cor- 
dova Diggs, the first-born white baby of 
the place, is in the arms of her mother. 
A pretty fair morning congregation (a 
morning congregation is- usually about 
one-fourth the size of an evening congre- 
gation), and a very good-looking one, 
V’m thinking.

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BISHOP KNIGHT LAYING THE CORNERSTONE OF ALL SAINTS’ 
CHURCH AT GUANTANAMO 


ANOTHER NEW CHURCH FOR CUBA 
BY ARCHDEACON STEEL 


HE laying of the corner-stone of 

All Saints’ Church, Guan- 

tanamo, marks an important 

forward movement in the 

eastern part of Cuba. Many citizens of 

the city were present at the ceremony, 

among them General Pedro A. Perez, the 

Mayor of the city. Addresses were made 

by the bishop in English, and by the 

Rev. J. M. Lopez-Guillen, in Spanish. 

The stone bears the inscription “Iglesia 
de Todos los Santos, MCMVIII.” 

The building will be in the old colonial 
style and will accommodate 200 people. 
It is to cost, including the lot, but with- 
out furniture, $15,000, of which $12,000 
is the gift of Mr. W. W. Frazier, of 
Philadelphia. It is expected that it will 
be ready for occupancy about April ist, 
1909. 

The materials of the church will be 
reinforced concrete, with woodwork of 
Spanish cedar. It is more than prob- 


able that a rectory will also be erected 


in connection with the church. 


Guantanamo, being the site of the. 
United States Naval Station, is a point . 
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of very great importance, ministering, 
as it does, to the officers and men of the 
station. 

It is also the centre of the great sugar 
interests of the eastern part of Ouba, 
and the headquarters of two important 
railroads. Almost all the managers of 
these interests are English-speaking peo- 
ple, and most of them are Churchmen. 
There is also in the city a very large 
number of Jamaicans, who are mostly 
members of the Church. Consequently 
the missionary there has a _ threefold 
work: that among the white English- 
speaking people, that among the Jamaic- 
ans, and that among the Spanish-speak- 
ing people. 

Guantanamo is also the home of the 
“Brooks Institute,” a splendid school, 
begun many years ago by Mrs. Brooks, 
and pronounced by the National Inspec- 
tor of Schools in Cuba to be the “very 
best school in all Cuba.” 

During the less than two years’ resi- 
dence there of Mr. Lopez-Guillen, he 
has presented for confirmation forty-one 
candidates, baptized forty-three people, 
and solemnized thirteen marriages.

THE AMERICAN CHURCH INSTITUTE 
FOR NEGROES 


OUR new teachers’ cottages are to 
be built at St. Paul’s School, 
Lawrenceville. The cottages are 
necessary to keep some of the 

best teachers and workers, and will, when 
oceupied, constitute a nucleus for a so- 
cial settlement about the school. These 
will cost $5,000. There is only $4,000 in 
hand. The Board also approved the very 
beautiful plan submitted by Moller & 
Smith for the future material plant of 
St. Paul’s School. The school grounds 
are easily amenable to artistic treatment, 
and tthe architects have designed a plant 
according to the general plan of L’Ecole 
Militaire at Paris, which will make St. 
Paul’s one of the most beautiful school 
plants in the South.

HE trustees have laid aside the $15,000 
received from the Men’s Thank- 
offering as a nucleus for an industrial 
building at St. Paul’s. The fourteen in- 
dustries are now housed in separate 
buildings, hardly more than shacks, and 
the design of the new building is to 
house them all, thus effecting a saving 
of expense in heating and administra- 
tion. -

HE new laundry erected at St. Augus- 

tine’s last year with student labor 

at the expense of the Institute has been 

completed and equipped so that the girls 

now have a convenient place in which to 

learn the art of laundering and to do the 
laundry work for the school.

‘A. DECIDED increase of interest in gar- 

dening and agriculture is manifested 
at both schools. For the first time-in the 
history of St. Paul’s, really efficient 
teaching of agriculture has been done. 
The classes have manifested keen interest 
both in nature study, gardening, and ele- 
mentary agriculture. In order to reach 
the present farming class and inspire 
children before they come to the schools 


with the sense that life on the land is 
not slavery, the Institute’s department 
of agriculture is proposing to conduct 
exposition plots for the benefit of neigh- 
boring farmers which will show the 
great improvement in immediate results 
obtainable by the simple expedients of 
proper ploughing, seed selecting, and care 
of crops.

R.-and Mrs. Hunter, of St. Augus- 
tine’s, recently visited Faison, N. 
C., a school in the country where a form- 
er graduate of St. Augustine’s is at work, 
and of which Mr. Hunter writes that it 
is “heartily supported by the sentiment 
of white and colored people, yet doing 
work under very great disadvantages.” 
It is one of the most interesting results 
of tthe work of our schools that the 
graduates become impressed immediately 
on entering their life-work with the sense 
of missionary obligation, \A teacher in 
the Tennessee School for Colored Deaf 
writes to Mr. Hunter expressing his 
great pleasure in his work, ‘and says that 
he thinks teaching is the most beautiful 
and ‘Christ-like work that any young 
man or woman can do, “because in teach- 
ing one ranks next to the parent in duty 
and responsibility and in shaping the 
destiny of future generations.” Another 
writes from Louisville, Ky., where 
he found a mission with a congregation 
of about 160 communicants, that with 
their aid he has raised a fund of $800, 
and that at the recent convention the 
church became a self-supporting parish. 
He further says that the interest of the 
bishop and the city clergy makes it easy 
and pleasant to work in the diocese.

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A NEW VENTURE IN WUSIH, CHINA

AD St. Andrew’s Dispensary 
been opened in a city like 
Shanghai, where such similar 


works have been so numer- 
ously carried on already, it might not 
have attracted much attention. But to 
a city like Wusih, its opening is of the 
most intense interest. That it should be 
so is easily gathered from the fact that 
this dispensary is the first of its kind 
ever seen in this city. Although there 
have been a few cases of’ individual 
efforts at ameliorating the physical suf- 
ferings of the people, by the help of for- 
eign medicine, yet not until now has 
there been accessible to the public a 
properly furnished building with special- 
ized rooms such as this dispensary gives. 
That the officials and gentry, as well as 
the common people, appreciate such 
noble enterprise of the Christian mission 
and such altruistic efforts of Dr. Lee, 
backed as he is by the kind friends 
abroad, is demonstrated by their pres- 
ence at the opening functions and their 
participation therein. 

There were two meetings on that mem- 
orable opening day, March 14th. At 9:30 
AM. about fifty Christians assembled in 
the two waiting rooms of the dis- 
pensary were artistically decorated 
with scrolls of Chinese characters con- 
veying the congratulatory greetings 
from many friends. Bishop Graves 
made ‘an address explaining ‘to the Chi- 
nese Christians the purpose and mean- 
ing of the hospital. 

At one o’clock the second meeting 
commenced. The attendance consisted 
of the guests and prominent members of 
the city gentry, Christian friends, the 
foreigners from Shanghai, and the 
magistrates of the two “shens” (or dis- 
tricts). Many people could not get in, 
owing to the lack of space. 

This meeting was presided over by the 
Rev. G. F. Mosher, the clergyman in 
charge of the Wusih mission. There 
were nine speakers, who arranged them- 
selves in a semicircle at one end of the 
long room. After a prayer by the bish- 
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op there came, one after another, the 
speeches, lively. interspersed by bright 
remarks from Mr. Mosher, as he intro- 
duced the different speakers. 

Bishop Graves said that he was pres- 
ent as the representative of the mis- 
sion and extended a hearty greeting to 
all the officials and guests who were pres- 
ent, The hospital was a proof that the 
mission, in coming to Wusih, had come 
as the friend of the people of the city. 
All who were sick or in pain would be 
treated with equal care and courtesy. 
American missionaries were present in 
China as her guests and as the friends 
of all the Chinese people without dis- 
tinction, whether they were rich or poor. 
He hoped the hospital would be of great 
help to the people of Wusih. 

Dr. GC. M. Lee, the physician in charge 
of the dispensary and its founder, made 
his speech in the local dialect. “The 
American Church Mission to-day opens 
the St. Andrew’s Dispensary in -your 
honored city. Next Monday it will be 
ready to receive patients and out- 
calls. The medicine we will use will be 
of the best, being ordered from England 
and the United States. The method and 
treatment will be most up to date. There 
will be no distinction made between the 
poor and the rich either in medicine or 
in attention. The aim in opening this 
dispensary is not only to give help to 
man’s body, but also to give the oppor- 
tunity for hearing the teachings of 
Jesus.” 

Then Magistrate Ei, of Wusih, was 
introduced, who spoke very eloquently 
on the benefits to be accrued from the 
dispensary by his people. “We now 
know that it is a mistake to make a 
sweeping statement that all foreigners 
are China’s enemies. We should have 
perfect confidence in this dispensary and 
the doctors. Let no ignorant and ir- 
responsible folks create rumors or dis- 
turbances about it. In opening this 
work the missionaries show us that they 


are actuated by the highest motives— ~ 


that of love for our people.”

A New Venture in Wusih, China 


Then followed a few words from 
Magistrate Tsao, of Kingquei, express- 
ing like sentiments as those of his eo- 
administrator. 5 

Mr. N. M. Sih, a man of 
much influence and a fao-tai, voiced the 
appreciation and gratitude of the 
gentry and the people for the opening 
of the dispensary, concluding with these 
words to his audience: “Gentlemen, let 
us exert our best to help them when our 


business 
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at its beginning. Gradually it will ex- 
tend its sphere and put up wards, so 
that the poor may get greater blessings. 
It will eventually become the largest 


hospital in this city. 

“Again, this hospital will be the 
pioneer in opening the people’s mind. 
Your honored city, gentlemen, is very 
big. There will certainly be philan- 
thropists who will vie with each other 
in following suit after the given model.

share in this magnificent work is called 
for.” 

Dr. Wm. Hamilton Jeffreys, of St. 
Luke’s Hospital, Shanghai, in Mandarin 
said: “To-day being the opening of 
the Pu-nhen-i-yuan (the Chinese name 
for the dispensary) my friend, Dr. Lee, 
requested me to come and speak a few 
words of congratulation to you. Gentle- 
men, what I intend to say is little. In 
the first place, this hospital, though 
small and necessarily incomplete in its 
equipment, is, nevertheless, the best and 
most useful work for Wusih. It is only 


I am inclined to prophesy that in 
twenty-five years time there will be at 
least twenty-five like buildings es- 
tablished.” Next he devoted a few words 
on the high and efficient qualifications 
of Dr. Lee as a doctor, the latter’s 
benevolent heart and thorough care of 
the sick known to him through long 
years of acquaintance. 

After the meeting the guests were 
led through the different rooms of 
the building, and great was the 
mingled interest and curiosity mani- 
fested at the sights and objects that met 
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the eyes. After an excellent Chinese 
feasting, at which all partook, the 


magistrates and other guests were bowed 
out, each returning home with very 
pleasant notions of the opening day. 


The dispensary since then has been 
doing excellent work. The number of 
patients increases very rapidly day after 
day. Seeing the hundreds come every 
day, each with his burden of pain and 


suffering, one is tempted to ask, what 
became of most, if not all of them, be- 
fore the existence of this dispensary? 
But of the present and the future we are 
assured. Heneeforth there will be ex- 
perienced doctors who, with efficient 
medicine and scientific methods, will 
prevent, reduce and cut down the in- 
roads of disease, and restore health and 
happiness to the people of this city. 


HOW ST. ANDREW’S DISPENSARY IS 
RELIEVING NEEDLESS PAIN 
BY MARY WILLOUGHBY DUKE SLAUGHTER LEE 


since it was opened early this 

spring, has prospered beyond 

our wildest dreams. The daily 
clinics reach truly astonishing propor- 
tions. The dispensary has been open 
less than three months, and already over 
8,000 patients have been seen in clinics 
alone. . The week closing to-day has 
been the record week. The clinic will 
open in about an hour, and if the pa- 
tients are up.to the average of this week, 
there will have been 1,000 seen in six 
days. 

The first serious operation was on a 
little slave girl, who had a terrible gan- 
grene of one of her feet, making ampu- 
tation necessary. The gangrene was 
said to have been caused by the cutting 
into the flesh of a chain, which her mas- 
ter had put around her foot as a punish- 
ment for some offence. She was in a 
terribly exhausted and weakened condi- 
tion when the operation was performed, 
and it was undertaken in much uncer- 
tainty as to whether she would live 
through it. She did and made a splen- 
did recovery, going away on her little 
crutches, made by the native carpenter, 
under the doctor’s direction, a fat, rosy, 
little creature, hardly recognizable as 
the same child who came for treatment 
a month before.. 

One afternoon a woman came whose 
scalp had been completely torn off in a 
boat accident. She also made a good 
recovery, staying on a boat just outside 
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of the compound, and coming every day 
for treatment. 

One small boy is getting over a seri- 
ous operation, and, while convalescing, 
is living with several members of his 
family, and another patient, in a room 
belonging to one of our servants, who is 
glad to add to his income by taking 
lodgers. 

The last surgical case is recovering 
in the same room with the little boy. 
He is a man who came in last Sunday 
night and had to have his leg taken off 
at once. The operation was finished at 
twelve, midnight, and he spent the re- 
mainder of that night in the waiting- 
room of the dispensary. The next day 
he had to be moved about from one room 
to another, as one room happened to be 
in use and another not, until he finally 
got tired of such a wandering life, and 
was moved to his present quarters. Not 
an ideal life for people recovering from 
illnesses, but there is nowhere else for 
them. 

The little girl who was the first to be 
operated on made her recovery in a very 
dilapidated old house on the compound, 
which was then vacant. It has since 
been put in excellent condition through 
the generosity of some friends, and is 
being temporarily occupied by Deacon- 
ess Henderson, whom the medical work 
in Wusih has been most fortunate in 
securing. A little house is being built 
for her now, and when it is finished her 
present quarters will be used as an 
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emergency hospital. The thouse will 
only hold eight beds, and is a mere 
makeshift until the real hospital can be 
built. How long we shall have to wait 
for the badly-needed hospital is a ques- 
tion which can best be answered by the 
Church in far off America. The Chi- 
nese here are thoroughly interested and 
want to help, but we should have to wait 
long indeed before they alone could 
build it. 

Nearly all of the opium cases have 
been* women, who, in their domestic 
unhappiness, took the only means of re- 
venge and of escape in their power by 
trying to commit suicide. One eighteen 
months’ old baby helped to save its 
mother’s life by beating her over the 
head with a chopstick. The baby 
thought it was a fine game, and it served 
to keep off the deadly sleep until the 
medicines could take effect. 

Every morning prayers are held in the 
dispensary, and during clinic one of the 
Chinese Christians gives instruction to 
the patients who are waiting their turn. 


- There is no attempt at forcing any to 


listen, but the daily opportunity is af- 
forded of hearing the Gospel, and we 
can but hope that it will find a place in 
the hearts of some. The work from 
which we hope most is that done by 
Deaconess Henderson among the few 
patients who are staying on the com- 
pound, and their families. Their grati- 
tude puts them in a particularly recep- 
tive frame of mind, and their being here 
for a considerable length of time gives 
better opportunities for thorough in- 
struction. Deaconess Henderson is pe- 
culiarly fitted for her work here, having 
had splendid training in both religious 
and medical work. 


DR.-SZE, DR. LEE’S ZEALOUS CHINESE 
ASSISTANT, AND HIS FAMILY 


Dr. Sze, trained thoroughly as he is 
in western medicine, and possessing the 
further qualification of a consecrated 
Christian character, is also a valuable 
member of the staff. 

The work here is richly blessed in 
having the hearty sympathy and sup- 
port of all classes. It needs the further 
blessing of an increased staff of work- 
ers, and a hospital where the sick may 
be cared for as their sufferings demand, 
and as their touching confidence in the 


“foreign teachers” deserves. 


The latest message from Wusih is a postscript from Dr. Claude 


M, Lee’s letter of June 16th: 


“Pp, S. Get me a doctor as quick as you can, one of the male 


persuasion.”

THE NEW ST. LUKE’S, PUERTA DE TIERRA, THE MOTHER CHURCH 
OF EIGHT MISSIONS 


A PORTO RICAN STATION 


ISHOP VAN BUREN writes of the 
opening of the new St. Luke’s 
Church, Puerta de Tierra: 

“The building has cost, exclusive of 
land and furnishing, $6,295, the land, 
$2,300. The furnishing of both school 
and church brings the total to $10,000. 
The dimensions are 88x72. Height 
about sixty feet from ground to top of 
the cross. Everybody seems to think 
we have secured a great deal for the 
money. 

“Situated in the heart of a very popu- 
lous district, St. Luke’s offers a great 
opportunity for advancing the cause of 
the Gospel. It has a day school of 100 
and a Sunday-school of 200. It has 

two congregations, one English-speak- 
ing, the other Spanish-speaking. St. 
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Luke’s is the mother church of eight dif- 
erent missions, which are cared for 
through the assistance of the catechists.” 

The Rev. E. H. Edson left the United 
States in July to take charge of St. 
Luke’s in succession to the Rey. C. E. 
Snavely, who is retiring from Porto 
Rico.

While at home on his last furlough, about five 
years ago, the Rev. John W. Chapman of 
Anvik took a partial course in medicine. 
What he then learned has been of frequent 
use. A recent letter tells of two special in- 
stances that more than repaid Mr. Chapman 
for the long days of study sandwiched in be- 
tween numerous speaking appointments. Mr. 
Chapman comes out this summer on furlough: 


EVERAL weeks ago my little 
daughter broke both bones of her 

left forearm. Later one of the school- 
‘boys received a cut from an axe which

passed through the knuckle of the third 
finger, and extended backward some two 
inches through the palm. No doctor 
nearer than 150 miles for either patient, 
and we had to do “the best we could.” 
By God’s blessing both children have 
made excellent recoveries, my daughter’s 
almost perfect, and Tommy’s with the 
loss of motion, for the present at least, 
of the third finger, which I believe would 
have been inevitable in any case, the 
bones being crushed at the joint. Other- 
wise the hand has a natural appearance, 
and the scar from the wound, which was 
really severe, is not even noticeable. An 
accident to my own son could not have 
upset me more than this one of Tommy’s, 
who has been with us a long time and 
has been a very good boy indeed. Miss 
Girault’s experience as a nurse was of 
the greatest assistance in this accident, 
as Mrs. Evans’s was when Henry was in- 
jured some years ago. This suggests that 
when boarding-schools are established it 
is a great blessing that one assistant, at 
least, should have had a nurse’s training.

FIRE IN PORT-AU-PRINCE 


N July 5th more than a quarter of 
the City of Port-au-Prince, Haiti, 
was destroyed by fire, supposedly of in- 
cendiary origin. Fully 1,200 buildings 
were burned, among others the church 
and school of the local parish. The rec- 
itor, the Rev. P. E. Jones, lost not only 
his home and furniture, but practically 
every item of personal property. Bish- 
op Holly hopes that help may be sent 
from this country for the work of restor- 
ation, but gives no information as to the 
amount of the loss.

Holy Trinity Parish in Havana is rapidly grow- 
ing. One of the Cuba staff writes: 
T is rare for men to attend services in 
the Roman Catholic churches, but at 
our Spanish services, held Sunday even- 
ings by the Rev. Mr. Morell, often two- 
thirds, or even three-fourths, of the con- 
gregation are men. In the last class 
twenty-nine persons were confirmed, 
four of whom were young girls, five 
older women, and the rest men.

CHINA NEEDS 
DOCTORS 


To the Editor of Tue Spirit or Missions: 


HERE is urgent need for two 
physicians to take posts in the 
Church’s Medical Mission 
work in China. 

(1) A recently opened dispensary at 
Wusih, in the District of Shanghai, with 
one physician in charge, has been almost 
swamped by the number of those eager 
to receive medical treatment. During 
the seventy days from April 1st to June 
10th the dispensary had an average of 
one hundred patients a day. It is ob- 
vious that one physician cannot care for 
these many needy people and at the 
same time respond to the special emer- 
gency calls and perform the frequent 
operations that are a normal part of a 
missionary physician’s life in China. 

(2) One of our physicians at St. 
James’s Hospital, Anking, in the Dis- 
. trict of Hankow, is coming home to com- 
plete his theological studies. This leaves 
the growing work in one of the newest 
and best equipped hospitals of any kind 
in the Chinese Empire in the care of 
only one American physician. It will be 
impossible for him to carry the load sat- 
isfactorily, and still more impossible for 
him to develop the work as it should be. 

Both these posts offer unusual oppor- 
tunities for the employment of medical 
skill in the furtherance of the Gospel. 
Dr. Taylor, of Anking, says that the 
right man coming to help him will have 
“the biggest opportunity in China for 
doing a man’s work, for lifting lives and 
relieving suffering by scientific medical 
work.”

THE LAYMEN AND THE MISSION 


HE recent General Conference 

of the Methodist Episcopal 

Church instructed its Board 

of Foreign Missions to secure 

the establishment of a branch of the 

Laymen’s Missionary Movement in 

every annual conference throughout the 

country and called upon the denomina- 

tion at large to plan definitely during 

the next four years to increase the mis- 

sionary force abroad at least fourfold, 

and to adopt the following scale of giv- 

ing: For 1909, $3,000,000; for 1910, 

$4,000,000; for 1911, $5,000,000; for 
1912, $6,000,000. 

In order to secure this increase the 
conference urged that everywhere 
throughout the denomination congre- 
gations should be asked to give at least 
as much for all benevolences, both home 
and abroad, as to their own local church 
budget. It based its action in this par- 
ticular upon the conviction that “every 
follower of the Christ living in a Chris- 


tian community will admit the reason- 
ableness of giving at least as much 
toward providing Gospel privileges to 
all the less fortunate people in the world 
as he does to secure those blessings for 
himself and family.” The leaders of 
the denomination were asked to appoint 
a committee of laymen to visit the 
Methodist mission fields in Southern 
and Eastern Asia and to report upon 
their observations. 

The Southern Methodist laymen have 
asked their denomination to increase its 
gift for missions abroad from $800,000 
to $1,000,000 this year. Their appeal 
concludes with this suggestion: 

“Since prayer is our mightiest human 
agency, we urge upon our brethren, in 
common with other bodies, to join in the 
use of the noon hour of each day as a 
time of prayer for the awakening of the 
Church to a sense of its obligation and 
for the speedy evangelization of the 
world.”

NOTES OF WORK IN CUBA 
BY SARAH C. THURSTON 


HERE are between thirty and 
forty American and between 
fifty and sixty Cuban children 
in the Oathedral School in 

Havana. The Americans come from 
well-to-do families, and if the school did 
nothing more than supply a means of 
good, wholesome education for these so- 
journers in this country of arrested de- 
velopment in matters ethical and intel- 
lectual, it would be doing a work that 
our Church people at home might well 
feel satisfied with and take a pride in. I 
wish the good people who are contribu- 
ting to the school could see the astonish- 
ment and delight which each newly ar- 
rived mother from tthe States or Canada 
greets us with when she discovers such 
a nice clean place to send her children 
to school. Our shortcomings are many, 
but so far at least we have been able to 
keep the school free from the special fail- 
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ings which seem to infest the very at- 
mosphere of Cuba. Perhaps this is due 
in a large measure to the fact that the 
two sets of children do not yet under- 
stand each other’s language. We hope 
before the intercourse grows more inti- 
mate not only to have wiped away 
prejudices that now exist on both sides, 
but to teach each in borrowing from 
the other to appropriate only that which 
is highest and best. There are many in- 
dications that our hopes will be realized. 
Our school, more than anything. else 
American here, seems to have got at the 
root of the matter. 

The school grows steadily, one or two 
new pupils being added nearly every 
week during the term. One serious 
problem is to find school-books suited to 
our needs. The children drift in from 
South America, Mexico, Canada, Eng- 
land, and all parts of the States, bring-

ing text-books of all descriptions, and 
the supply in the book-stores here is so 
meagre that we can seldom find twelve 
of a kind, or even four. 


R. COLMORE’S — Sunday-school 
meets here because most of the 
pupils live in this quarter of the city, 
known as the Vedado. About sixty 
pupils are on the roll and the school is 
doing good work. Here, as in our day- 
school, we feel the need of a teacher of 
vocal music, but cannot afford to pay 
for one. Nothing brings the children 
together so soon as the singing. 


R. SHARPE’S work in Havana is 
truly the kind of charitable work 

that ought to have the strongest support 
the Church and philanthropy can give. I 
feel like going among the rich men of 
America, and crying “Help, Help!” for 
that work and school. Mr. Sharpe gives 
time, strength, self, everything, to it, 
and help ought to come from somewhere. 
His school is among the very poor. He 
could not afford a Christmas-tree last 
year, so he devised a more economical en- 
tertainment, and most of the expense he 
had to bear himself. His school for the 


theological students speaks for itself. If 
the more ignorant and the country peo- 
ple are to be reached by the Church, it 
must be through the Spanish-speaking 
ministry. 


'NHE Cathedral School, from a busi-~ 
ness point alone, is the right thing 
in the right place, being needed both by 
the Americans and by the better class of 
Cubans. But from a business standpoint 
also the Church ought to equip it, if she 
wishes to hold the field. It is going to 
pull on by faith, and that is a right good 
cable, but the Church ought to keep a 
firm grip on the windlass. ‘i 


UR girls have been banded together 
into the Junior Guild of Holy 
Trinity Church, with three objects: 
to pray for missions; to study about 
missions, and to telp all missions 
wherever we can, but primarily to 
help build up the Church in Holy 
Trinity parish until that parish ceases 
to be a mission station. The girls have 
entered on the work with earnest, tem- 
perate zeal, and if we do not actually 
accomplish much in a material way, I 
hope they will acquire a sense of their 
own responsibility in missionary matters. 
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NE grew heartily tired of the long- 
drawn-out carnival. Had it stopped 
at Ash Wednesday there would have been 
just enough of it to leave a pleasant 
recollection, but the perpetual recurrence 
of procession, serpentina, confetti and 
disorganized Sunday was very tiresome. 
At Sunday-school we had not a one- 
third attendance. It is surprising how 
soon American-reared Church people 
drift into reckless, continental un- 
churchism. More’s the pity for their 
children! 


HAD intended to write fully of the 

opening service in the new church, 
knowing you would rejoice with us. 
There was a beautiful series of Palm 
Sunday services, alternately English 
and Spanish, from early celebrations of 
the Eucharist in both languages to 
evening service and sermon. The church 
is wonderfully simple and very beautiful. 
For Palm Sunday there were palm 
branches, nine feet high and more, all 


along the side walls. Behind the altar 
were five huge palm-branches, a bright 
golden color. The others were green. 
The whole community, Roman Catholics 
and all, seemed to be rejoicing with us, 
and a spirit of holy joy pervaded the 
big congregation. The offering at the 
morning service was more than $1,500. 
But so much has been crowded in the 
weeks since then that Palm Sunday 
seems a long way off.

CHURCH ORGANIZATIONS AS SOURCES 
OF SUPPLY

HE Girls’ Friendly Society, the 
Daughters of the King and the 
Church Students’ Missionary 
Association are organizations 
to which the call of the mission field 
should make peculiar appeal. They are 
all associations which pledge themselves 
to special loyalty to the Master, for it 
would seem hardly necessary to urge the 
claims of missions on societies which 
wear upon their badges “Bear ye one 
another’s burdens” and “Ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto Me.” They are societies 
composed largely of young people, 
strong, ardent and enthusiastic. Their 
organization, diocesan meetings and na- 
tional conventions must give their mem- 
ers a broader outlook, and make them 
realize that the true field of Christ’s 
Church is the world. 

Much work is being done in the inter- 
est of missions in all these organizations, 
and I think it is work along the right 
lines, because it is largely educational 
work. Talks and stereopticon lectures on 
mission fields; study classes, prayer and 
intercession for missions are sure stimu- 
lants of missionary enthusiasm, and any- 
one who has tried, in any of these ways, 
to arouse interest in missions, will wit- 
ness that they have met with a response 
from the young people, which has made 
their work as leader a delight. Here in 


my own small diocese, where in the 


G. F. S. systematic work for missions, 
and the office of Mission Associate are 
not quite ten years old, we had to re- 
-strain the last annual meeting to prevent 
its stampeding into a missionary meet- 
‘ing. If we can arouse enthusiasm such 
-as this in the G. F. S., a society which 


has a definite aim and object quite apart 
from technical missionary interest, we 
are on the right road, and if we can only 
continue faithfully to plant and water, 
God in His good time will surely give us 
the increase. 

The Daughters of the King have sent 
to the firing line, from the Diocese of 
Washington alone, four members of their 
ranks, Miss Hart, of Hankow, among 
them. The Church Students’ Mission- 
ary Association has now fourteen wit- 
nesses in the mission field—in Honolulu, 
Cuba, Mexico, the Philippines, Japan 
and China. 

These are gratifying results, but the 
real work of these societies is yet to 
come. The work is young. Although the 
C. M.S. A. has been in existence twenty- 
one years, only one of its active mission- 
aries dates back over six years, and the 
year 1906-7 saw the appointment of 
eleven of them. We must remember that 
it is only very recently that the study 
of missions has been added to the eur- 
riculum of our Divinity-schools even. 
One of our best loved missionary bishops 
has said that he used to regard an inter- 
est in missions as an ear for music or a 
taste for painting, a gift apart, and not, 
as we have learned to look upon it, as 
essential to Christianity itself. 

With the impetus of the realization 
which has come to us with this wonder- 
ful twentieth century, that one is not 
half a Christian if one is not wholly a 
missionary, if we can but dispel the ig- 
norance concerning the active service of 
our Church, we must meet many young 
and ardent souls, strong and loving 
enough to adventure forth for the King. 
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AT HOME IN PORTO 
ALEGRE, BRAZIL

ORTO ALEGRE is beautifully 
situated where four or five rivers 
meet, and all around are hills 
stretching out to the mountains 

that are dimly seen in the far aistance. 
The lights and shadows on these hills, 
the glowing sunsets and sunrises re- 
flected in the water, and the brilliant 
skies make it indeed a fair country. 
The city itself is hilly and some of the 
streets. are very steep, with the houses 
built along the side so that, while the 
front may be two or three stories high, 
the kitchen will be level with the ground, 
and to reach the back yard one must go 
up a flight of steps. 

The streets are quite regularly laid out, 
but there are a good many blind alleys 
and streets behind streets. On the 
more level parts many of the houses are 
only one story or one story and a half, 
and the better ones are well raised above 
the ground on account of dampness. For 
the same reason there are as a rule no 
underground cellars, but the space be- 
tween the ground and the main part of 
the house is called a cellar. The front 
steps are usually built inside the house, 
as the law forbids anything projecting 
on the sidewalk. The door at the bottom 
of these steps is seldom closed except at 
’ night, and at the top is another door 
where visitors knock or clap their hands, 
as is a common usage here. Many 
houses have the patio or courtyard, one 
side of which often opens into the street 
and serves as a tradesman’s entrance. 
On another side of the court will be the 
dining-room, generally a long room out 
of which open the bedrooms. It is the 
heart of the house, as no one can go from 
the kitchen to the sala or reception- 
room or the bed-rooms without passing 
through. I have heard the explanation 
that. it was built in this way that the 
mistress when seated in the dining-hall 
might oversee the whole house. It has 
its advantages and its disadvantages. 
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The last of December I found a 
house which would answer my purposes, 
temporarily at least, and took possession 
as soon as it could be cleaned and white- 
washed. My old Italian was ready to 
accompany me and has been with me 
ever since. She is an honest old soul 
and I find her a comfort, but she rather 
likes to do things her way and no other. 
Still as that is a failing not confined to 
her, I try to make the best of it. I 
teach three hours each morning, except 
Saturday in the dining-room of my 
house, and have the afternoons for visit- 
ing and other parish work, with the ex- 
ception of Wednesday afternoon when I 
superintend the sewing and embroidery 
class. Saturdays are reserved for type- 
writing and the various things for which 
there is no other time. Just now I am 
making a fair copy of some translating 
which the Rev. Mr. Cabral is doing for 
the press, and when that is finished have 
some of my own to prepare. There is so 
little religious literature that he is mak- 
ing an effort to supply the need. 

Our assistant organist returned from 
a visit to the mountains just in time to 
help me with the music for the Holy 
Week and Easter services. He was teach- 
ing music in the house of a man who is 
much interested in our Church and im- 
proved the opportunity to have Bible 
readings also. At these two or three 
hymns were always sung, and he tells me 
that many persons were affected even 
to tears on hearing them for the first 
time. 

We had services every night during 
Holy Week up to Good Friday, when 
there was a morning service as well. 
They were remarkably well attended, the 
Good Friday evening service being so 
crowded that many remained standing 
throughout the entire time. Mr. Oabral 
preached appropriate sermons and was 
listened to with close attention. All dur- 
ing the year the church is open on Sun- 
day and Wednesday evenings and Sun- 
day mornings, and on Saturday evenings 
for the Bible Class. The evening ser- 
vices ‘are always the most popular.

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ma FULL HOUSEHOLD _ AT 
FORT YUKON

F I could have about a month of 
quiet I think I might catch up, but 
it makes me sick at heart to think 
of all the letters I should write and 

eannot get the time for. Even now din- 
ner is going on and John is looking after 
it. Alfred is on my bed with his arms 
around my neck, wanting me to play 
with him. The girls are doing bead-work 
in the next room, and their tongues are 
going incessantly, and other children are 
running in and out. All this is distract- 
ing, but many things are more so because 
I must leave my writing and attend to 
them. 

I have had seven children nearly the 
whole of the school term, and many more 
have wanted to come, but I was forced to 
refuse them. In the early fall I had 


‘four, and then I thought I could not 


possibly accommodate or find food for 
any more, but two boys who were with me 


last winter came in and wanted to re-— 


main at school for the term, so I took 
them, They are bright boys and live far 
off in the woods. After that I took in a 
homeless girl of eighteen, until she mar- 
ried at Christmas. Then John’s sister 
eame along. Some of her friends had 
died and she was practically homeless, 
the people she was with being very- poor 
and helpless. She had always lived in 
the woods, and she wanted to come to 
the mission and go to school. While I 
hesitate she decides to remain and en- 
deavor to support herself by washing and 
doing bead-work, neither of which she 
can do very well. She is only about six- 
teen years old, and she finds a home in a 
cabin where I know she cannot have a 
safe home. I decide at once to take Mary 
if it costs my last dollar. So Mary is 
here—seven in all. 

The baby is a dear little fellow. He 
is still wearing the little clothes sent 
from Anvik. Six or eight large bundles 


- came by mail, all useful and necessary, 


and in one bundle was a little grey eider- 
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down coat with cape which just suited 
Alfred, so he has been comfortably 
clothed for the winter. The Sunday- 
school at Valdez has voted twenty-five 
dollars for one of my boys, and that is 
all the support pledged for our school, 
but I have faith that more will follow. 
And now it is half-past nine. It is bath 
night; the baby in his clean clothes is 
in bed; the others are busy taking their 
baths; all will be quiet by eleven. To- 
morrow, Saturday, is wash day. We 
have such a big wash, and all the clothes 
must be dried in our little parlor! Then 
late in the afternoon the mail comes 
both ways, and I will be busy again until 
one or two in the morning, with my own 
letters as well as with the mail. 


THE ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE HONOLULU 
BRANCH 


HE Annual Meeting of the dis- 
trict branch was held June 2d. 
It began with a celebration of 
the Holy Communion, which 
was immediately followed by the busi- 
ness session. ‘There was a good attend- 
ance and great appreciation was ex- 
pressed for Miss Emery’s letter to the 
branch. It was full of helpful sug- 
gestions to us, as there are so many 
small places on the other islands where 
the number of people is too small to form 
a guild or auxiliary, and we have now in 
mind a plan whereby we may reach these 
individual persons and draw them into 
one great central auxiliary, and make 
them feel they are helping in the Mas- 
ter’s work in these islands. The bishop 
appointed a committee including mem- 
bers from the St. Andrew’s, St. 
Clement’s, Hawaiian, Japanese and 
Chinese Guilds, thus being able to reach 
Churchwomen of all nationalities. “But 
I must write more of this plan when it 
has been perfected. 

Our attention at this time is drawn 
toward the work in Lahaina on the 
Island of Maui, which has just been ta- 
ken up by the Rev. Leopold Kroll, who, 
with his wife and three children, arrived 
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from New York about six weeks ago. 
Up to the present there has been no suit- 
able accommodation for a clergyman and 
his family there, but it is our aim this 
coming year to unite and provide him 
with a suitable home and parish house. 
Both he and his wife have taken up their 
work there with such earnestness and 
enthusiasm that it inspires us all to help 
him in every way. The Japanese work 
under Deaconess Potter is most encour- 
aging. 


AN UNTRAINED BIBLE- 
WOMAN

O TSAO-SZ is still at her post in 
St. Peter’s Parish, Hankow. 
She belongs to the class of “un- 
trained Biblewomen” and alone 
in the parish could not meet the needs 
of the women, for she is no scholar. But 
with a trained woman to do the teach- 
ing, Mrs. Lo’s faithful Christian warm- 
heartedness is invaluable, as she goes 
from family to family, helping or com- 
forting, urging the mothers to bring 
children to Baptism, reminding mem- 
bers of the congregation—whose neigh- 
bors all work seven days in the week— 
that to-morrow will be Sunday, or com- 
municants that there will be a celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion, and then, 
when the women arrive for service, mak- 
_ing them welcome in the guest-hall, 
serving tea, bringing them books, and 
finally marshalling them into church like 
the captain of acompany. Then there are 
unruly children to be exhorted to be quiet 
while service goes on; strangerswho must 
be politely reminded not to talk, and reg- 
ular attendants who must be provided 
with the marked bag, or the string and 
tag for stringing “cash,” which take the 
place of the envelope system with us. 
Lo Tsao-sz is one of a generation 
which (on the whole fortunately, for the 
Church) is passing away. When she first 
worked under me seven years ago she 
could not say the Lord’s Prayer, though 
she had been Biblewoman for some 
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time! Like all the old women of her 
generation, she had been admitted to the 
Church on proof of sincerity of Chris- © 
tian purpose, with the assumption that 
a Chinese woman in middle life could 
not learn anything anyway, and the 
recognition of what was then the fact 
that, if she could learn, there was no way 
of teaching her, for there was then no 
American woman to train a Chinese 
helper who might teach her the rudi- 
ments, and a man was helpless. But 
this old woman with her failing eyesight, 
when she found that I wanted her to 
learn in order that she might teach 
others, patiently set to work and learned 
the Lord’s Prayer, even studying those 
troublesome characters so that I might 
point other women to her in proof that a 
Chinese woman could learn to read. 

In our Training-school for Bible- 
women we now have eleven new pupils 
and four who have already studied one 
year. The course is of two years, and 
Deaconess Hart, from St. Faith’s, New’ 
York, is in charge, with Mrs. Littell and 
me to help in the teaching. The material 
as presented in these new pupils is far 
ahead of anything we have had before. 
The women are younger, they know more 
about reading, and they look altogether 
far more intelligent even than the pre- 
vious class, Our business is to see that — 
they are not only taught the rudiments 
of Christian knowledge, but that they 
learn to teach, not merely to talk about, 
Christianity; and most of all, that they 
become inspired with a hope for their 
fellow country women and a desire for 
their conversion which shall raise them 
above sordidness and eye-service and 
self-distrust. 

The money that has been sent for the 
school has not been wasted, and here we 
are trying to do better each year in this 
most important of all our work, the 
training of the Chinese to help the 
Chinese. But will not some members of 
the Auxiliary give more and better than 
money? We must have help, or the work 
must fail. Will not some give them- 
selves and come out to the great work of - 
the Lord in this part of His Kingdom?
